Receiving the nod of approval 
were John Bsum, Blackwatar 
Borough; Incumbent Curtis 
Payne, Princess Anne; and 
Charles Gardner, at-large, 

The throe who were endorsed 
were mot with overwhelming 
approval by the approximately 
60 members attending Monday 
night's moating at Trantwood 
School. The coalition actually 
has some 180 members. 

There will be five council 
seata to fill In the May a elec- 
tion, however, and the coalition 
could not reach the required 
two-thirds vote on en- 
dorsements for the Beach 
Borough candidate and the 
second at-large candidate. 

The coalition's Candidates 
Committee has, for the past few 
weeks, been Interviewing the 
candidatoa, studying the sub- 
mitted questionnaires and on 
Monday submitted four names 
for endoraement: Baum, 
Payne, Gardner, and Mrs. 
Betty Romulus, another at- 
large candidate. 

The committee had no 
recommendation for the Beach 
Borough seat which has in- 
cumbent Robert Callis and 
retired real estate appraiser 
Ben Wroten in competition. 

After the committee reported 
that no recommendation had 
boon arrived at for this par- 
ticular seat, both Callis and 
Wroten wore nominated from 
the floor. The vote was prac- 
tically a tie, with Wroten 
claiming 17 votes and Callis 18, 
The total showed, however, that 
about half the 80 members in 
attendance didn't vote on the 
Beach Borough seat

Even though City, Public 
School, Regional and State 
officials have apparently 
cooperated closely, their efforts 
have failed to correct a 
aituation which contributed to 
the prohibiting of taking of 
shellfish from Brock Cove, 

The controversy stems from 
allegations that the closure of 
Brock Cove by the State Health 
Department's Bureau of 
Shellfish Saaltstiorr resulted 
front pollution of the cove 
through Improper operation of 
the sewerage treatment plant 
serving Prank Cox and John B, 
Day schools, The allegations 
wore made last weak by at* 
larae council candidate Charles 
Gardner. * 

This plant, while not 
specifically cited as the cause of 
closing Brock Cove, has been 
classified aa "a contributing 
factor" to that closure, 

This explanation came from 
John Hope, supervisor, 
Regions! Shellfish Sanitation 
Office, Hope added, however, 
the pollution of Brock Cove to a 
level above that deemed 
necessary to protect against 
contamination of shellfish in the 
cove resulted from a number of 
factors. These, according to 
Hope, Involved the flow of waste 
materials from large amounts 
of llvsstock In the area, 
surrounding homes operating 
on septic tanks, run-off of 
chomloals used in soil and-or 
plant treatment, combined with 
the waste discharged from the 
Cox and Day schools. 

The plant serving the schools 
has been in operation for about 
IB years. To dots it has not been 
connected to a central sewerage 
treatment system because of 
the simple fact, according to 
authorities, nsither the city 
nor Hampton Roads Sanitation 
District has sxpandad such 
systems into this area. 

Thssmountofsewsgeenterlng 
the plant has been placed at 
approximately 88,000 gallons 
dally from Cox, with an 
estimated 7,000 gallons daily 
from Dey. 

Basic operation of the plant 
consists of wsste discharged 
from each of the schools into 
Individual septic plsnts, relayed 
Into separate "pre- 
chlorlnation" apparatuses, fed 
into individual filter beds, then 
relayed into a central "holding 
pond" where remaining waste 
is treated by oxygen, then 
flowing into s main "post- 
chlorlnation" unit, prior to 
entering a "run-off stream". 
The holding pond is designed to 
retain the material for a 18-day 
treatment period prior to its 
discharge. 

The question wss raised as to 
why the City School Board has 
the responsibility of operating 
and maintaining this treatment 
plant, as opposed to the City 
being responsible. 

Authorities pointed out the 
plants are a required Integral 
part^of the public school 
facilities thus coming under 
of the School Board. 



William Hodges, sanitation 
supervisor, City Health 
Department, elaborated on the 
city's role in maintaining the 
plsnts. He said, "The treatment 
plants are maintained by the 
city through the uss of School 
Board maintenance crews." He 
added the City Health Depart- 
ment maintains a surveillance 
over the operation of the plsnts 
through a periodic Inspection of 
them. Such an Inspection la also 
csrrled out by the School 
Board's maintenance depart* 
ment, 

John T. Banks, Health 
Department sanitarian, la 
responsible for the City's In* 
spsotlon of the plant. His 
records show such inspections 
are made monthly, virtually to 
a degree of exactly one month 
apart, Findings of his in* 
inactions are relayed to the 
School Board's msintsnanoe 
department for correction of 
Irregularities, 

Banks' records indicate there 
was no sign of sny overflow of 
waste from the plant until last 
Spring, His rscords also In* 
dicate some difficulty 
developed in the treatment of 
waste In the filter bed serving 
Cox last October, November, 
and December. This included 
the growth of some vegetation 
and appearance of dark areas. 
His report of the Jan. SO In* 
•paction of the plant noted 
"Alter bed looks good". 

The records of Banks' latest 
inspection of the plant on March 
97, however, noted, "Clean 
ports In rotary arm, remove 
traces of vegetation from filter 
bed, shave dark areas off Alter 
bed and level the sand." 

Banks' records Indicated no 
great difficulty existed in that 
portion of the plant serving the 
Dey School. 

Boy Drowns In

boy was found In a private 
swimming pool Tuesday af- 
ternoon about two-and-a-half 
hours after he was reported 
missing from his Lake Edwards 
horns, 

Official! said Troy Derek 
Tootle, son of the James R. 
Tootle's of Red Horse Lane, was 
discovered in the pool by a 
neighbor as a search for the lad 
was being conducted for him, 

Attempts to revive the boy at 
the scene failed, as did those by 
members of the Dsvts Corner 
Volunteer Rescus Squsd 
snroute to the hospital, and he 
was pronounced deed on arrival 
at Virginia Beach General 
Hospital, 

Authorities said a chllds toy, 
flower pot, and curtain rod were 
also found on the bottom of the 
pool st the time of discovering 
the youngster, 

The pool hi enclosed by a red- 
wood weave fence, and it is 
uncertain how he gained en- 
trance to the pool. 



A review of the Schooi 
Board's maintenance of the Cox 
and Dey plant was mads with 
B.S. Martin, Jr., maintenance 

supervisor. He said such In* 
spsctions are conducted twice a 
week. These inspections, ac- 
cording to Martin, Include a 
check of the pleat's mechanical 
operation and chlorine supply, 
cleaning of filter Soda, ss well 
aa a sample chlorlnation test of 
material aa it leaves the plant. 
The,redrojda of such periodic 
inspections of the plant are 
retained at Martin's office. He 
said me findings of then in* 
spsctions, however, as well ss 
records of corrections of any 
dsAcisnces, are retained by 
maintenance crews and 
reviewed by his office at least 
once a month, 

Inferrencee that plastic pipe 
to carry material from the 
holding pond to the "post- 
chlorinstlon" system had 
collapsed wore "affirmed by 
Hodges. He stated "the post- 
chlorinstlon plastic pips sat 
dormant for 10 years and 
deteriorated, end had to be 
replaced with metal pips." 

This Indicated a lack' of a 
"post-chlorlnstlon" process 
until recently, Reflecting on 

this, Bsnks" said a "post* 
chlorinstlon" system had been 
placed Into operation within the 
last two or three weeks. 



The question of when the Cox 
and Day schools might be 
connected to a central sewerage 
treatment plant rwss also 
discussed with Ernest P. Stone, 
Technical Assistant, School 
Board Department of Research , 
Planning end Development. 
Stone said, "This Is contingent 
upon the City's and HRSD'a 
expansion Into that eras to 
make feasible connection to a 
force main." He added the 
present location of "the 
nearest force main makes it 
unfeasible at present." 

When asked what steps could 
be taken to bring about a 
reopening of Brock Cove by the 
'Shellfish Sanitation Bursau, 
and how soon this might be 
accomplished, Hops replied, "A 
primary stsp would be placing 
the schools on a central 
sewerage system," He added, 
"This, however, may not clear 
up the situation st Brocks Cove 
due to a buildup from previous 
discharge combined with other 
elements from run-off in 
surrounding areas." 

In answer to the question as to 
when Brock Cove might be 
reopened Hope replied, "This 
will depend on the time required 
to improve the water quality 
through removal of overall 
waste through s natural 
cleansing process of the cove."

Scenic Bicycle Trail Proposed 



The Virginia Beach 
Recreation Commission and the, 
Virginia Beach Jaycees are now 
studying the feasibility of a 
Bicycle Trail for the Beach. One 
of the possible trails begins in 
the general area of the Lynn- 
haven River 'and continues 
eas't along the old railroad right- 
of-way parallel to Shore Drive. 
The proposed trail would lead 
into Seashore State Park where 
it would connect with existing 
roadways and trails. After 
crossing scenic Seashore State 
Park it would connect with 64th 
Street (the Narrows Road) and 
eventually lead to the feeder 
road parallel to Atlantic 
Avenue. Following this 
potential six to eight mile trail a 
bicycling family could begin 
their afternoon bike ride at the 
Lynnhaven and ride all the way 
through Seashore State Park 
down to the Cavalier Hotel area 
without having to cross any 
major highways, except for 
Great Neck Road where a 
specially marked crosswalk 
could be installed. 

To help determine the level of 
interest in such a bicycle trail 
(he Jaycees and the Recreation 
Commission's Bicycle Trail, 
Committee have mailed a 
survey and a map outlining the, 
possible Seashore Bicycle Trail 
route to a large number of 
citizens in the civic and 
business community. In the 



cover letter Jaycee President 
Jennings requests that the 
surveys be returned by April 10. 

As of this date Jennings has 
talked with a number of 
ecology-minded citizens about 
the possible trail including Mrs. 
J. W. Sills, the founder and 
president of the Citizens for the 
Preservation of State Parks. 
Mrs. Sills and her State Parks 
citizens committee have given 
the Seashore Bike Trail their 
endorsement providing that no 
motorized vehicles are allowed 
on the trail, bicycles are 
restricted to one designated 
trail within the park, and no 
asphalt-like paving is done on 
park trails. 

At its regular March meeting 
Recreation Commission 
Chairman Maury Riganto 
appointed the Bicycle Trail 
Committee following a 
presentation by Jaycee 
President Jennings who ad- 
vocated that consideration be 
given to development of the 
Seashore Bike Trail. Appointed 
to the Committee were 
Recreation Director Harold 
Whitehurst, Captain George 
Bryan of the Police Depart- 
ment, J. Alvin Holland, Ken 
Johnson of the City Attorney's 
Office, Richard Branich of the 
Rrecreation Department, 
Jaycee President Jack Jen- 
nings, and Ken Cole, 
Superintendent of Recreation is 
serving as Chairman. 



The Bicycle Committee 
agreed at its most recent 
meeting that there must be a 
high level of interest in a bicycle 
trail to warrant a recom- 
mendation for action by the 
Recreation Commission to the 
City Council. It is hoped the 
survey will help determine this 
interest. Assuming there is 
sufficient interest for such a 
trail Jennings said, "the 
primary consideration will be 
locating an area that combines 
the factors of safety, economy, 
attractive scenery, easy access, 
availability of trail lands, and 
future expansion or connecting 
capability." Jennings believes 
that all of these factors are 
clearly present in the proposed 
Seashore Bicycle Trail 
especially since the city owns 
the railroad right-of-way which 
negates the need for land 
acquisition. Also, only about one 
fourth of the proposed trail 
would require any surface 
preparation making economy 
one of the strong points in favor 
of this particular plan. 

Citizens who would like to 
express their opinions on the 
subject of Bicycle Trails are 
invited to write Bicycle Trail 
Committee, 4700 Recreation 
Drive, Virginia Beach.

Rev. Stallings Hits Waste 



Speaking to a group of his 
supporters gathered at his 
home at 1219 BelU Road on 
Monday night, April 3rd, 
councilman at large candidate, 
the Rev. Mr. George T.

WASTE in the administration 
of our city is almost 
astronomical and we are get- 
ting ready to see the result of 
such waste. It will be most 
interesting to see the actions of 
our present council in the 
, matter of the new budget with 
; its tax increases. Some of our 
candidates said that taxes were 
not an issue in this election 
campaign but we have con- 
tended all along that this would 
be an issue. When the council is 
asked to raise the personal 
property tax 75 per cent it 
becomes a real issue. 
Especially when there is an 
additional raise in real estate 
taxes. It is time that we call a 
halt to any further rise in taxes 
on automobiles. Our 
automobiles are no longer 
luxuries, and they are the most 
W taxed necessity in our society. 
We might ask the question : Will 
the city council be a rubber 
stamp for the city manager or 
will it have the courage to really 
investigate the need for more 
taxes? If we would curtail the 
waste in our city the taxes could 
be contained. 

The evidence of such waste is 
all around us and I have been 
giving specific instances of such 
waste. I intend to keep on doing 



so. For instance, the city is still 
endeavoring to sell, distribute, 
or use thousands of dollars of 
unneeded machinery, office 
supplies, and other material 
that was presumptuously 
purchased for use of a proposed 
water company. This waste was 
the direct result of the failure of 
a compact between the city 
managers of Virginia Beach 
and Norfolk. A written contract 
would have precluded such a 
fiasco. 

Norfolk city still dumps its 
sewage in Virginia Beach and 
Virginia Beach citizens still pay 
double rates for water, while we 
seek to dispose of unneeded 
equipment. A little prevision 
could have prevented such. 
When will the officials of our 
city learn that Norfolk officials 
seek the good of Norfolk first, as 
well they should. 1 propose to 
care for this city first when 
elected. 

The costs of water in this city 
is nothing less than highway 
robbery without a gun and there 
must be relief from such a 
burden. Norfolk city should be 
declared a public utility in its 
sale of water and the rates 
regulated as are other public 
utilities. Even VEPCO cannot 
show preference and Norfolk 
city has so engaged itself in the 
water business that its 



monopolistic practices must be 
regulated. 

Drugs and their related use 
by our young people is another 
crave matter for our citizens. 
This evil influence knocks at the 
door of each home and business. 
The supply line of drugs must be 
cut if we are to make gains in 
eradicating this evil from our 
midst. There is no punishment 
too severe for the wholesaler of 
this corruption. The city council 
needs to declare war on these 
vultures. These may sound like 
hard words but these are hard 
and difficult times when we are 
in a life and death struggle for 
the minds of our youth. 

I propose to have our city 
offer a bounty for each pusher 
and wholesaler: The bounty to 
be paid to anyone furnishing 
evidence that leads to the arrest 
and conviction of the offender. 
We must also give to our police 
the necessary men and 
equipment, plus the funds 

necessary, to wage an all out 
war on this organized drug 
traffic to such a degree that the 
dope addict or user will have to 
carry or bring his own drugs 
when coming into this city.

Tenant Contracts 



Q In 1959 1 rented my apart- 
ment for $90 a month. The first 
.and last months' rent was paid 
as a security deposit. Increases 
have brought the rent up to $145. 
Now, the landlord is demanding 
an increased security deposit to 
match the higher rent. Is this 
legal? F.P.C., Beverly Hills, 
Calif. 

A Yes, unless a clause in the 
lease forbids it. In the future, 
before signing a lease, be sure 
to separate the security deposit 
from "monthly rent." It should 
be a fixed amount, not to be 
raised. Also, make sure rent 
will be accepted even though 
there's a. dispute over damage 
or other charges. This is so they 
can't throw you out. 

Aside from this, a tenant 
lawyer suggests the following 
items should be included in a 
good contract: 

Payment due dates and 
agreement on terminating 
lease, some landlords will allow 
a "military type" lease which 
permits breaking it if your 
company or government orders 
you elsewhere. Limitations as 
to subleasing or running a small 
business from your home should 
be spelled out. 

Responsibility of who pays 
what should also be spelled out. 
What utilities and maintenance 
does the landlord cover, what 
insurance? What rights does the 
tenant have if landlord neglects 
maintenance obligations? 
Specify what circumstances 
permit the landlord to enter 
your apartment. 

If you're signing a long-term 

lease, it's not a bad idea to have 
an attorney look it over. Also, be 
sure to get a copy of the lease 
for your files. Make an in- 
spection of the apartment with 
the landlord to note any damage 
and overall condition. You 
should keep a copy of the lan- 
dlord's signed statement as to 
the apartment's condition. 

Q I bought a foreign car 
because I was told it could get 
as much as 27 m.p.g. After a 



ytav. I'm getting an average of 
17 m.p.g. On top of that, I have 
to use high-test gas. Where do I 
go from here? Mrs. C.L.M., 
Worcester, Mass. 

A The 27 m.p.g. was probably 
a top figure rather than an 
average. It was probably 
achieved with special drivers on 
ideal road conditions with a 
stick shift instead of automatic 
transmissiftr 

A mechanic says 17 m.p.g. 
isn't bad for city driving with an 
automatic transmission. A good 
many small foreign cars 
require high-test gasoline 
because their engines are too 
small compared to the size of 
the car. 

Next time, find out what kind 
of gas the car needs and what 
average mileage you get in the 
city— before you. sign the sales 
contract. Ask some current 
owners, not the salesman. 

Q We'd like some advice on 
building a fish pond. We want to 
know what kind of form to use 
with the cement for the small 

dam. What is meant by 
"curing" the pond? Mrs. E.M., 
Alton, 111. 

A Your county agriculture 
extension service agent can 
help you with this. In some 
cases, the government will even 
help you design a pond and 
stock it with fish. Agriculture 
agents know where to get 
booklets on "aquaculture 
(raising of fish)" and can ad- 
vise on proper materials for 
your area. Extension agents 
can be found under your county 
government in the phone book. 

Q Last year you mentioned a 
"natural" pesticide that can kill 
Japanese beetles in the lawn. 
Where can I get it? R.S., 
Philadelphia, Pa. 

A It's called "Doom" and it's 
a natural spore, not a chemical, 
that kills the beetles. It's most 
effective when you and your 
neighbors use it.

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Schooling In Buses ? 

A Federal Judge in Richmond has come out with a court ruling 
that is the living end in public education. Strike mat Make that 
public the "end" of public education. 

If this decision is upheld by the Supreme Court, it opens the door, 
to complete insanity on the part of our favored busing, mix-master 
and bureaucratic do-gooders. 

The Judge is Robert R. Methige, Jr. His decision is that school 
district boundaries can be aired as necessary to achieve the 
greatest possible degree of desegregation. 

His decision applies to the area around Richmond, but the end 
effect will be the total breakdown of the local school concept 
throughout the country. 

Two years ago Judge Merhige made a ruling he thought would 
force total desegregation in the Richmond city schools. He forced 
the busing of 13,500 of the city's 48,000 pupils. This was extended to 
33,000 pupils later. * 

Many people in Richmond didn't like the idea and they moved 
out of the city. In the last two years 32 per cent of the white school 
population withdrew from the Richmond city school system. 

As a result of this rejection of forced busing and the whites 
leaving the city, the present city school system is now over 70 per 
cent black, and on the way to almost total black. 

This free choice of the whites cannot be tolerated any longer, 
according to Judge Merhige. It seems to be his opinion that this 
freedom on the part of the parents is un American and un- 
constitutional. 

The Judge seems to feel that the courts know what is best for the 
people and if they won't follow its advice, the court has no choice 
but to use force to do away with freedom. I know this seems strange 
but it does seem to be the way it works. 

The two counties around Richmond have their own school 
districts and systems. Since the parents of white children in Rich- 
mond have moved out of the city rather than follow the advice of 
Judge Merhige, they now have 21 per cent white pupils. 

The new ruling of Judge Merhige forces the two counties outside , 
Richmond to combine with the Richmond school system. This new . 
school system of the court will have 104,000 pupils. A total of 78,000 
of those will be bused. 

Some of these will have as much as an hour on the bus each way 
or two hours a day on a bus. The Prime objective of the court seems. , j 
to be to do away with all governing borders in the school systems 
and make major effort of the public school system to achieve what 
the court feels is a proper racial mix. 

This seems to be more important to the court than education. 
The court seems to feel that by doing away with the freedom of 
the parents, they will have no choice but to do what the court thinks 
is best for them. 

Well, the Judge may be right. It could well be that the parents 
and people are willing to give up their freedom to the Federal 
Courts. It could well be that the Judges are more powerful than the 
freedom this country was built on. I don't think so, but. it could be. 
Under this new court ruling it will be possible to disregard the 
city, county and state borders in forcing the proper racial mix. The 
problem may not be presented to everyone yet. 

What about the states that are not blessed with a proper number 
of nonwhite students? Just wait until the upper New England states 
find out what it will no doubt mean to them. They have few non- 
whites. In some states the percentage is less than 1 per cent. 

Just think, the students in Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont 
might find their children riding the bus to Massachusetts and New 
York. No doubt they will do away with the school bus and just fly j 
the students back and forth. 

The next step will be to force people to move into areas or out of 1 
some in order to achieve the proper racial mix. The court has the 
bit in its teeth and they seem willing to do anything. 

A reader seni me a good idea. Why not do away with our schools, 
every single one of them. Sell or give them away. Then buy big 

buses, really big ones. Make them hundreds of feet long and several 
stories high. 

Have these as our schools. Just drive them around the country 
and pack up the students and they can go to school on the bus and 
not have all that wasted time by the area where few students live, 
use the big airplanes instead of buses. Then the court could just 
spend its time working on the routes the new schools take.

Today when so many people 
are more concerned than ever 
about the world around us and 
how it affects us, we hear a good 
deal of talk about "natural 
foods". Those are fruits, nuts, 
vegetables, etc., which come to 
us from orchard and garden, 
ready to eat, ones which have 
not been processed in any way. 
For example: a fine, crisp- 
tender rib of fresh celery. Most 
of us knew enough to crunch this 
one happily long before we ever 
heard of ecology. 

The rich, black soils of 
Florida grow about half the' 
celery eaten in the United 
States during the fall through 
spring season. What makes this 
celery extra-natural is that this 
is a bright green vegetable, a 
modern type of celery which is 
delicious without the costly and 
vitamin-lessening process of 
blanching which was once 
necessary with traditional 
varieties. 

Celery is ideal for nibbling by 
the overweight. Despite its low 
fklorie content, celery provides 
useful amounts of vitamins C 
and A and other vitamins and

minerals. It also provides bulk 
in the diet and his promotes the 
good health of the gastro- 
intestinal tract. 

Celery has so many uses that 
it should be kept on hand as a 
staple. (For one thing, it keeps 
marvelously well when film- 
bagged and held in the 
refrigerator.) Every bit of it is 
good for nibbling, for seasoning 
othef foods and as an esteemed 
hot vegetable. Here are two 
excellent celery recipes from 
the test kitchens of the Florida 
Celery Exchange: 

FLORIDA CELERY 
"RISOTTO" 

2 tablespoons salad oil 
1 1 cup finely chopped onion 
1 cup boiling water 
1 chicken bouillon cube 
< i teaspoon basil leaves

Jack suggested deep mulching 
and deep watering in November 
to help plants prepare for 
winter. She said, too, that 
tender shrubs should be planted 
where they will be protected 
from the wind. It is wise, she 
added, to buy plants that are 
hardy to the area.

On 
shelves flanking the south 
windows are Imari, Celadon, 
and Rose Medallian plates, old 
Rose Medallion vases, and a 
rare Ming vase. On a desk is a 
magnificent Waterford 
epergne. 

There are portraits Nancy

He's the better player for it. 
The tall, 6-foot-l inch star who 
looks thinner than the 180 
pounds he packs, is one of the 
fiercest blockers in the game.

Aldo, 43, has been ordered to 
serve two years in the State 
Penitentiary at Richmond, Va., 
resulting from his conviction of 
committing sodomy. 

Mrs. Lovisi, 35, has been 
placed on the women's State 
Prison Farm, at Goochland, 
Va., to begin serving a three 
year sentence on her conviction 
of arson. Two years of her five 
year sentence on the conviction 



were suspended by the courts. 

The confinement of the 
Lovisi's resulted from the U.S. 
Supreme Court denying them 
an appeal of the Virginia Beach 
court convictions. The decision 
culminated a series of legal 
arguments in courts at the City 
and State level. 

The charges resulted from 
police allegedly discovering a 
quantity of material deemed 
pornagraphic in the couple's 
Alanton home in April 1968, and 
a series of small fires in the 
home at the time of police in- 
vestigation.

The Virginia Beach Jaycees 
are mailing letters to 900 City 
businessmen and plan to follow- 
up with phone calls to at least 
half of those. Their approach is 
that the Beach area is a source 
of many youth jobs due to the 
heavy tourist influx during the 



summer. Local tourist oriented 
businesses— motels, hotels, 
restaurants, etc.— should 
employ local Beach youth 
rather than going outside the 
City or the area to hire summer 
workers. 

All employers who are able to 
hire these City youth are urged 
to contact the Virginia Beach 
office of the Virginia Em- 
ployment Commission. 
Students interested in summer 
jobs are urged to do the same as 
soon as possible. Efforts to 
match local students to local 
jobs will be given the highest 
priority. An Employment 
Commission office will be 
opened at 404 19th Street on May 
1st to facilitate the placement 



Doubt still surrounds in- 
tentions of City Council to 
acquire a commercial dredge in 
replenishment of the eroded 
resort strip beaches, although 
competitive bids on the use of 
the dredge are scheduled to be 
opened this afternoon. 

City officials Tuesday reaf- 
firmed that while Council 
during its meeting of March 27 
authorized the advertising of 
such bids, no formal agreement 
was reached to actually employ 
a commercial dredge. This 
stand was based on the' 
possibility of a commercial 
dredge being too expensive in 
relation to other methods which 
could be employed to replenish 
the beaches. 

In advertising the bids the 
City requested a contract cost of 
moving material onto the 
damaged beach from two 
possible locations, the Rudee 
Inlet area and-or city-owned 
property adjacent to Camp 
Pendleton off Owls Creek. 

This afternoon's bid opening, 
is designed to determine low 
bidder on the project. 
Necessary review of mechanics 
involved in the procedure could 
result in awarding the dredge 
contract during the April 24 
Council meeting, if Council 
the bids acceptable and 

proximately two weeks would 
still be required to place the 
dredge on scene to begin 
operations. 

City Council Monday ap- 
proved another $7,000 ap- 
propriation to continue 
operation of the city-owned ' 
dredge at Rudee Inlet. Id the 
event a commercial dredge 
should be obtained indications 
are the city-owned dredge and 
the Erosion Commission 
dredge, which has been 
operating out of Owls Creek, 
would support tiie commercial 
dredge in pumping material 
onto the beach.

Proposed Zoning

. Public ' reaction to the 
proposed new Comprehensive 
Zoning Ordinance for the city 
included complaints that the 
ordinance Is unworkable in its 
present state, charges that It 
would deny property owners 
rightful use of their land, and a 



warning that an Injunction 
might be obtained to prevent its 
enforcement. 

The more than 30 persons who 
commented on the ordinance 
during Thursday night's public 
hearing included a cross 
representation of private land 
owners, housing developers, 



farmers, and motel and hotel 
owners. 

The feelings of many in the 
agricultural areas were echoed 
by Harry Davis who said, 
"Many of the proposals are 
unworkable and will impose 
undue hardships on the people." 
He added, "In an agricultural 
district a farm boy couldn't 
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keep a billy goat in his yard." 
Davis said his interpre ta tion of 
the proposal impressed him as 
placing the city in "a legislative 
straight jacket" and giving the 
Planning Department excessive 
control over development of 
Virginia Beach. "I feel Council 
should retain control", he said. 
Marvin Rawlings, a builder. 
criticized that portion of the 
ordinance dealing with lot 
zoning. Rawlings was 
specifically critical of the ruling 
prohibiting more than 10 per 
cent of any lot being located 
"below an elevation of 6 feet 
above mean low water." 
Rawlings also said the or- 
dinance would prohibit Back 
Bay property owners from 
building duplex homes on their 
property. 

E.R. "Dick" Cockrell, 
director, VPI Extension Ser- 
vices, Virginia Beach, pointed 
out more man So per cent of the 
city is represented through 
farmlands and farm people and 
said, "They should receive 
further consideration before 
adoption of the ordinance." 
Cockrell added he felt the or- 
dinance would allow "rezoning 
without property owners con- 
sent." He also said the or- 
dinance would prohibit the 
rebuilding of some structures if 
destroyed by fire, since they 



could not be restored to their 
present state under restrictions 
contained in the new zoning 
ordinance.

Sid Bradberry, s planning 
consultant, explained' that 
under proposed zoning 
regulations "Single family 
development would be 
disastrous from the point of 
economics." Bradberry added,

the home would make its cost

ordinance seem unrealistic,

Gardner added, "You must take 
into consideration what the city 
wiU look like in 40 years." 

Del. Owen Pickett criticized 
the ordinance from the stand- 
point that It did not give enough 
consideration to "residents of 
the lower part of the city; the 
southern part of the city differs 
from the rest."

Herb Smith, Virginia Beach 
Historical Review Beard, found 
fault with provisions far creation 
of Historical and Cultural 
nbtricts.

"the historical r.ones need to be 
better defined." 

Proposed restrictions on noise 
and-or vibrations levels per- 
mitted in the City also drew 
criticism from Ray Aldeirman 
who contended "normal 
household noises would exceed 
recommended acceptable 
levels." He also pointed out 
"other cities ha ve been . unable 
to enforce such regulation!;. " 

Alderman also raised the 
possibility of court action 
against the ordinance by saying

There are 108,000 people in HEW and the budget this year will 
exceed $86 billion. Of this, on) ly about $18 billion of the taxpayers' 
money will be spent for healt h. The position of the top health man 
within HEW, is one of seven' 'assistant secretaries". He has a staff 
of only 50 professionals and of these, there are 16 vacancies. He 
doesn't even have a full-time budget man. He has to share one with 
the Department. 

In other words, the man I peaking for our health is burled under 
the bureaucracy of die nati en's most unmanageable department. 
We need ■ spokesman for health, a man who is responsible for 
health and health alone.

The newly organized 
"Leadership 5" ticket an- 
nounced this week it would not 
use the word "coalition" in its 
campaign and issued this 
statement: 

"In response to the action of 
the political group known as the 
Virginia Beach 1st Coalition in 
dropping the word "coalition" 
from its name, we wish to make 
it known that we have no in- 
tention of using that term in 
connection with our campaign." 

"We are in fact a coalition— 
an alliance or combination of 
individuals of various 
backgrounds— but the theme of 
our campaign will be based 



upon our sincere belief that 
more than anything else this 
city needs leadership. If any 
term or title must be used in 
describing our leadership 
group, we will suggest and use 
"Leadership 5"." 

"We regret that what was 
used merely as a descriptive 
term was reported as a title and 
we hope that the Virginia Beach 
1st Coalition will retain the use 
of that term in their name. We 
are particularly appreciative of 
that organizations refusal, to 
endorse opponents of two of our 
group and we certainly would 
not want to cause any confusion 
in the minds of the voters." 



Now that the second session of the 92nd congress is underway, 
the record of the first session is available. 

It is interesting to see what our "flock" has been up to. 
Let's look at the senate first/In 1971 that flock spent 186 days lb 
session. Well, not whole days but at least someone was around for 
business on 186 days. To be exact, they spent 1,157 hours and 14 
minutes in session. 

During that time senators introduced a total of 3,493 measures 
for consideration. Of this number 604 were passed. If you figure it 
out, this is an average of about l hour and 55 minutes per measure 
passed and 20 minutes for all measures. 

If the senate were a school, some of the members would be in a 
whole lot of trouble. A lot of our senators are guilty of truancy. They 
had 423 important "yea-and-nay votes". Only one senator, William 
Proxmire (D-Wis. ) was on hand and voting 100 per cent of the time. 
THE ONLY female senator, Margaret Chase Smith, (R-Maine), 
was present 93 per cent of the time. A few other good records belong 
to Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 83 per cent, Sen. Alan Cranston, (D- 
Cal.), 91 per cent, Sen. John Tunney, (D-Calif.), 86 per cent, Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey , ( D-Minn . ) , 75 per cent and Sen. Henry Jackson, 
(D-Wash.),65per cent. 

In all, 23 of the members missed 40 per cent or more of the 
important votes. This group includes such big names as Sen. Ed- 
mund Muskie, (D-Maine), Sen. George McGovern, (D-S.D.), Sen. 
Vance Hartke, (D-Ind.), Sen. Fred Harris, (D-Okla.), and Sen. 
Birch Bayh, (D-Ind.). 

Who racked up the worst record of all? Well, records made 
available by the Congressional Quarterly, the authoritative journal 
of the house-senate affairs, showed that a comparable truancy 
record was set last year by Mr. Conservative himself, Sen. Barry 
Goldwater (R-Ariz.). 

It seems that some of our senators should have a good spanking 
about showing up and doing the job they were paid to do. I don't 
know who is going to spank a United States senator but it might do 
some of them a little good. 

The house of representatives was in session 163 days last year. 
They were only in actual session 746 hours and 13 minutes. During 
that time they introduced 14,653 measures for consideration. Of 
that total they passed only 716. 

WHEN YOU figure that out, the House averaged an hour and 
three minutes on each measure passed and only three minutes for 
each measure introduced. 

In the Congressional Record, the government publication that 
records the proceedings of the congress, it took 21,926 pages to 
record all the action in the senate and 12,759 pages to list the house 

proceedings. . 

That is a combined total of 34,685 pages. Since the Congressional 
Record is in small print and the pages are large, that is a lot of 
words. I know because I read most of them. 

The attendance record in the house is not much better than the 
senate. The house had six Democrats and two Republicans that has 
perfect scores. 

The large California delegation had one of the best state at- 
tendance records. They had 39 congressmen and only two of them 
failed to vote 40 per cent or more of the time. 

The presidential hopefuls from the house did much better than 
those from the Senate. Rep. Paul McCloskey, (R-Calif.), voted 73 
per cent of the time, Rep. John Ashbrook, (R-Ohio), 77 per cent and 
Rep. Shirley Chisholm, (D-N.Y.), 72 per cent. 

IN THE PAST not much has been done about the members of 
congress who are absent. In fact, not much has been done about the 
members of congress vin any respect. * , 

This might be changed, but don't bet on it. Sen. Margaret ChaW 
Smith states that she plans to introduce a constitutional amend- 
ment calling for the expulsion of any member who misses more 
than 40 per cent of the votes in any session. 

In the past, the members of congress have not looked with much 
favor on regulating themselves. 

The thing that stands out is that our flock doesn't spend a lot of 
time on the measures the members pass arid a whole lot less on the 
total that is introduced.

A couple of months ago, an idea was' born. Ed Phillips fathered 
the idea. The Virginia Beach Cancer Society and the Vincent T. 
Lombardi Cancer Research Center will reap the rewards of the 
idea't growth. 

The idea was born. Then it passed through its infancy and grew 
just like the cancer cells the idea hopes to help conquer with the 
funds it provides. A cancer cell reproduces itself by dividing into 
two cells, which in turn re-divide, and so on and on and on. 

like the mushrooming growth of a cancer cell, the idea 
mushroomed in scope. The idea became reality. The reality 
promises to become one of the most hearlded events in the sports 
world, 

Who is Ed Phillips? What was the idea? 

Edwin K. PWHips describes himself as a "policy peddler. "L 
consider him to b yy s uccessful insurance executive. His plush, one% 
man office is located at 1549 Laskin Road in Virginia Beach. He is 
the salesman for, the administrator of, the driving force behind, 
and the owner of the Edwin K. Phillips Insurance Agency. 

The idea was to raise funds for the Virginia Beach Unit of the 
American Cancer Society by holding a golf exhibition featuring the 
Washington Redskins. Why the Redskins? As the closest 
professional football team, the Redskins are closely followed and 
are well-known in the Tidewater area. Also, Vincent T. Lombardi 
was their coach and general manager. And, Vince Lombardi died 
from cancer. 

Fred Napoli tano caused the idea without even knowing it at the 
time. Last year, Napolitano was the overall crusade chairman for 
the Virginia Beach Unit. A master of every detail, he put together a 
drive that raised *43,0», a sum that was way over quota and which 
represented the largest percentage of increase over quota ever 
recorded by any Virginia local cancer unit. 

When Ed Phillips was tapped for the overall crusade chairman 
this year, he was faced with a $50,000 quota thanks to Napolitano's 
success the year before. Ed had to think of a way to top the master 

fund raiser. The idea was born. 

Ed got together with the Redskins premier linebacker, Chris 
Hanburger , and explained his idea of a golf exhibition featuring the 
Washington Redskins. Chris liked the idea and got the bandwagon 
rolling by talking to his teammates and getting enthusiastic 
responses when he asked them if they would like to play in such an 
eventf in Virginia Beach. 

With the endorsement of Hanburger and several of his team- 
mates. Phillipes phoned an old friend who was now the Redskins' 
publicist, Joe Blair. Phillips met Blair, who was then the sports 
information director at the University of Maryland, when he was on 
the Maryland wrestling team. 

Blair liked the idea and talked it over with George Allen, coach of 
the Redskins. A few days after the Phillips-Blair conversation, 
George Allen phoned Phillips. "I like the idea," Allen told him over 
the phone. "What about our black players?" Allen queried. "Do 
you want them to participate, or do you just want our 
players?" 

"I don't care if they have black skins or white skins. I Just want 

Redskins," Phillips replied. With that answer, Coach Allen gave his 

•support to the event. The Redskins have been virtually free of any 

racial dissention, and any other answer from Phillips would 

probably have squelched the whole idea with Allen. 

Although he personally gave his support, Allen could not commit 
the Redskins as a team. To do so would have opened the team to a 
bombardment of simUiar requests from hundreds of organizations. 
But an Allen endorsement was enough. 



from 1949-53, hired Lombardi when he was passed over for the head 
coaching job at Fordham University. Red Blake, head football 
coach at West Point, was happy to have Lombardi as his assistant. 
Later when Lombardi became coach and general manager of the 
Green Bay Packers, he induced Krueger to retire from service and 
become the Packers' business manager. Krueger followed his 
friend to Washington in the same capacity when Lombardi became 
coach and general manager of the Redskins. 

After reviewing the Phillips' letter, Krueger talked to Mrs. 
Lombardi and wrote back mat the Virginia Beach Cancer Unit had 
permission to use the Lombardi name for the event. In fact, 
Krueger wrote, "Mrs. Lombardi lends her full, personal, and ex- 
clusive endorsement and support" and granted permission to use 
the late Coach's name and suggested "Redskins Remember 
Lombardi" as the name of the event.

Why Do They Come?

Edgar Cayce, famed seer of Virginia Beach, left a legacy of more 
than 14 thousand psychic readings at his death in 1945. Since then 
the Association For, Research and Enlightenment, where the 
readings are housed, has played host to thousands of visitors from 
all over the world. Why do they come? The answer seems to be as 
varied as the readings themselves: 




Walter Starcke 

Walter Starcke, author of "The Ultimate Revolution" and "This 
Double Thread", is articulate, creative, dynamic and — what is 
almost a rarity in these parts — a native. Here to do some lecturing 
for A.R.E., Starcke confessed he was born right here in Ocean 
View. It's a distinction, however, that he doesn't fully lay claim to. 
"I think of myself as a citizen of the world," says Starcke. "I feel at 
home anywhere." 

Admitting that he rarely stays more than four months in one 
place (he's been around the world four times), Walter observed 
that "it wasn't until after my fourth trip that I began to realize the 
world out there was inside each one of us." This was especially 
brought home to him when he left his home in Key West at a time 
when certain changes were taking place among young people in the 
area. "I arrived in India," Walter said, "only to find the same 
identical changes affecting the young people there!" 

It's this kind of inter-action, he feels, that reflects the future 
status of man — as a family of mankind. "In effect it's the day of 
the universal Men— what affects one affects all. "What's more, 
Walter sees the United States as the eye of the hurricane in this 
sweeping change. "I see the whole social, spiritual and economic 
revolution fanning out from this (U.S.) energy center." 

What motivated this line of thinking? After his war service, 
Walter admits he began seriously his search for God. 

This took many paths. One of them was show business where he 
produced "I Am A Camera" and became the youngest producer to 
win the critic's Circle Award for best play for the year. His next 
creative venture was Key West Fabrics — a factory which 
produced some of Fashion's most exciting fabric designs. His 
business ventures, Walter; emphasizes, were for the purpose of 
demonstrating Spirit in the market place. If we can't demonstrate 
it there then we're cr ea t ing d ualis m-, according to Starcke, between 
the physical and spiritual. ->■ 

It's this same spiritual tone that seems to permeate the work of 
ARE., claims Starcke. "And that's one of the reasons I like to 
come here. Around A.R.E. I've found some of the most sincere and 
interesting people to be found around any organization the country. 
When I lecture I speak spontaneously. So I can tell the depth of their 
sincerity and interest by how much they always turn me on." One 
of the concepts he has special praise for is the small group idea as 
expressed by A:Tt.E. Organized church, he feels, could benefit by 
this small group idea. 

Personal plans for the future? "I work pretty much in the Now," 
Walter smiled. "But I guess that Now had better include a book." 
With publishers pressing him for another one, Starcke has come up 
with a title and a theme. Both of which he revealed. "I'm calling it 
'Celebration of Man' and it will stress man's continuing, but 
limiting, search for self-love." 

Asked for a parting message, Walter suggested, "The task facing 
each of us, it seems to me, is to develop the whole man. In other 
words— learn how to live as both man of earth and man of God."

He also discussed complaints 
of citizens about the "difficulty 
of reaching the proper party in 
City Hall when help was 
needed."

Two of those can- 
didates have since deserted the 
ticket and formed their own.

What they considered a shrewd 
political move, "arranged" 
with Circuit Court Clerk John V.

facilities for a good day on the 
beach.

Gardner Speaks On Farm 
Costs, Unity, Honesty 



Charles Gardner, at-large 
candidate for City Council, has 
discussed a number of topics 
and issues with his supporters 
in the past few days, including 
protection of the farmer, need 
for a more unified City Council 
and the effect of malicious 
rumors. 

"In three separate 
statements, he expressed these 
views: 

FARM COSTS 
"In these days of rising food 
prices, it is only natural what 
people would think that the 
cause starts with the farmer. It 
is unfortunate that the con- 
sumer does not better un- 
derstand the farmer's position. 

"No business is controlled 
more by the law of supply and 
demand than farming. I know 
this from personal experience 
because I was, for many years, 
engaged in cattle and hog 
raising, truck and grain far- 
ming. When the crop is poor, the 
prices are up; when there is a 
bumper crop, the prices are 
down. The farmer has no more 
control over the price of his 
product than he does the 
weather. 

"For this reason, a farmer 
cannot afford to pay real estate 
taxes equal to that of land 
developed for housing, retail, 
commercial, or industrial uses. 
In addition, farms do not 
require many city services. 
Therefore, tax assessment on 
farms should continue tor be 
calculated differently than 
other real estate. 

"Because of the growth 
of Virginia Beach, the market 
value of farm land has in- 
creased. Yet obviously, no 
correlation exists between land 
values and the sales price of 
farm products. If real estate 
taxes were assessed on the 
basis of fair market value, 
every farmer in Virginia Beach 
would be driven out of business. 

"The 1971 General Assembly 
amended the Virginia code to 
authorize cities to assess and 
tax land according to its use 
value, rather than on the fair 
market value as stated in the 
Constitution. 

"I believe the City Council 
should Act favorably upon the 
adoption of this ordinance. Tax 



assessments on farms should 
continue to be based on the use 
value of the land. If, however, 
farm land is sold for another 
use, the real estate tax should 
be raised to match its use. This 
will encourage more of our land 
to remain for agricultural 
purposes, forests, and open 
spaces. 

"Farming is an important 
business to Virginia Beach both 
in supplying food products and 
in contributing to the city tax 
base. Our farmers are proud 
and independent. They are not 
looking for a free ride; they are 
willing to pay their fair share. 

"If elected to Council, I will 

encourage favorable action 

upon this ordinance and I will 

give my support to its passage." 

A UNIFIED COUNCIL 

"Although Virginia Beach has 
a Councilman representing 
each of the seven boroughs, as 
well as four at-large Coun- 
cilmen, each of the men 
represents the entire city. Each 
Councilman is elected by the 
entire city, not just by the 
citizens living in his borough 
and each Councilman votes on 
every issue, not just those 
pertaining to his particular 
borough. 

"It is obvious, then, that each 
City Councilman must be 
familiar with problems and 
concerns of all seven boroughs, 
as well as the city as a whole. It 
is unfortunate when a City 
Councilman is primarily in- 
terested in just his own 
borough. It is ineronsable when 
a Councilman is concerned 
more with his own private in- 
terests than the interests of the 
dty. 

"Just as each Councilman 
must represent all interests of 
the city. We must have a 
balance of agricultural, tourist, 
industrial, retail, professional 
and residential representation 
on our Council. 

"Our present Council is not 
balanced. In the past, it has 
been too easy for a candidate 
with politically organized 
backing to be elected. Such 
politically acceptable men often 
lack qualifications necessary to 
represent all the citizens of 
Virginia Beach. 

"Virginia Beach needs 



Councilmen that are interested, 
knowledgeable and concerned 
with an issues that affect the 
city. We need men that are 
willing to disclose any financial 
interests which could constitute 
a conflict of interest on City 
Council. | 

"If elected to Council, I will 
represent, with sincerity and 
without bias, the best interest of 
every citizen of Virginia 
Beach." 

MALICIOUS RUMORS 

"As the current Council race 
begins to pick up momentum, 
one will inevitably hear 
malicious rumor, half-truths, 
and outright lies from known 
and unknown sources and 
inuendos. 

"All of these devices are 
damaging in that they tend to 
cast doubts. This is similiar to 
the tactics used by a lawyer 
when he makes a point for the 
jury to hear. Although the judge 
orders the remark stricken 
from the record, the fact 
remains that the seed was 
planted. 

"We have some who would 
qualify as experts in these 
tactics, they have been at this 
distasteful business for years. 
They enjoy using rumors which 
can only originate from a 
corrupted mind. Their tactic is 
to divide and conquer. 

"Unfortunately, because of 
the highly publicized corruption 
in public office, it is only too 
easy for the average citizen to 
believe the worst 

"It is imperative mat the 
tightest laws we can have to 
prevent such dishonesty and 
corruption be applied in 
Virginia Beach. The law should 
have the kind of teeth that 
would discourage anyone from 
accepting a bribe, being in 
conflict of interest, and any 
other dishonest practice. 

"Some of these possibilities 
could be avoided if every 
elected official would disclose 
any criminal record. Every 
appointed official and employee 
should be thoroughly screened. 

"Hopefully, we will see the 
day when rumors, half-truths, 
and lies will fall on deaf ears, 
for then we will have officials 
beyond reproach." ft 



Riganto Hits Budget 



Gus Riganto, a candidate for 
one of the two at-large seats on 
City Council, spoke to his 
supporters on the proposed City 
Budget at a meeting at Caesars 
Restaurant. He said: 

"It seems to me that in view 
of the enormous jump in the 
proposed budget for last year 
and the big increase in taxes, 
the average citizen must open 
their eyes to this affect. 

"While the President of the 
United States is calling for a 5 
per cent guide line price in- 
crease, our City Manager has 
jumped the price of Govern- 
ment and wants the taxpayer to 
come up with a 19 per cent in- 
crease in taxes. Can you 
imagine the City Manager's 
office wanting the average 
working man who cannot get 
anymore than a S per cent in- 
crease in pay and the average 
man who can not raise prices 
more than 5 per cent to have to 
fork out 19 per cent more in 
taxes? 

"There are certain budget 
proposals that I agree with. We 
are to raise the education 



budget some $4,000,000? we are 
to spend $377,000 more for police 
and fire protection; the city 
should spend another $800,000 
for improved pay and pensions 
for city employees and we' 
cannot avoid the $2,500,000 in 
the city debt for the past bond 
issue. 

"I agree that the cost of ad- 
vocating better pay and 
education will increase the 
budget by some $8,500,000 and 
will mean exceeding the 
Presidential Guide Line, but 
Virginia Beach can afford the 
better benefits without any tax 
increase. The normal increases 
in new construction and real 
estate tax will not only pay for 
more police and fire protection, 
more schools and better 
education, and better wages for 
City employees, but will ac- 
tually give the City some 
$500,000 extra. 

"I. therefore, denounce the 
move to raise taxes for the other 
$4,500,000 that the City 
Manager's office wants to reach 
and $12,750,000 budget increase 
goal. I say we must control the 
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budget, we must stop this wild 
spending spree, this fiscal in- 
sanity that prevails in City Hall, 
that if left unchecked is going to 
drive each and every taxpayer 
to the poor house. We canandwe 
must practice eponomjr/'iir 
Government if bur Government 
in the City of Virginia Beach is 
going to survive. 

"Ladies and gentlemen, let 
me give you a few examples of 
how I feel cost have been un- 
necessarily increased: 

"The cost of living has in- 
creased about 12 per cent in the 
last two years, but in the 1970-71 
budget, the taxpayers were 
charged $112,000 for the 
operation of the City Manager's 
office and the proposed budget 
for 1972-73, released last week 
for this very same office, is 
$192,000. Not a 12 per cent in- 
crease, but can you imagine, 
almost an 80 per cent Increase? 
This alone is justification for the 
taxpayers to open their eyes to 
malplacement of city funds. 

"Our City Manager wants to 
increase the budget to romote 
new industry from $161,000 in 
the 1970-71 budget to $202,000 in 
the 1972-73 budget, despite the 
fact that was described in a 
local newspaper just a couple of 
weeks ago by a city official, 
stating that the industrial funds 
have resulted in as little of 
nothing in gaining any new 
industry, no new taxes, and no 
new jobs. 

"Let's look a little further into 
a neighboring city of ours, 
which is Chesapeake and on the 
other hand appropriated last 
year $70,000, but its industrial 
head spent only $41,000 and 
returned the other funds back to 
the city and gained enough 
plants to produce $380,000 in 
new taxes and created 770 new 
jobs toward the success of their 
dty. 
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Truck-Haul Favored Over 
Dredge To Repair Beach 

Xbe Virginia Beach Erosion mission and Corps of Engineers 
Commission Tuesday favored a support extension of truck- 
truck-haul operation, rather hauling to 50,000 cubic yards of 



than commercial dredge, to 
replenish eroded resort strip 
beaches. 

The Commission said it did 
not feel it would have any 
money to assist the city in 
hiring a commercial dredge 
after expanding funds to sup- 
port truck-hauling of sand to the 
beach. 

A decision was to be made to 
fund hauling an additional 
16,000 cubic yards of sand from 
the Lynnhaven site of developer 
Wayne McLesky. This will have 
placed a total of 30,000 cubic 
yards on the beach by truck- 
haul, such operations to this 
point have saved 14,000 cubic 
yards of sand from the J.J. 
Standing site on Great Neck 
Road. 

The Commission also 
deferred a final decision as to 
whether to extend truck-haul 
operations to 50,000 cubic yards 
or attempt to obtain additional 
funds to support a commercial 
dredge at the end of the present 
truck-haul operation. 

The decision supported 
feelings expressed during the 
Commission meeting by 
Community Services Director 
W.W. Fleming, Jr., and George 
Hanbury, City Manager 
Assistant. Both pointed to the 
lone commercial bid received 
from Norfolk Dredging Co., 
costing $433,501.60 to place 
220,660 cubic yards of material 
on the beach. This involves 
emptying the Rudee Inlet 
sandtrap then relocating the 
commercial dredge into Owl's 
Creek. It was also pointed out 
only 50 per cent to 60 per cent of 
this materia] could be retained 
on the beach for replenishment. 

Fleming pointed out $113,000 
would be required just to mobile 
the commercial dredge in the 
inlet and relocate to Owl's 
Creek. 

He reminded Commissioners, 
"At what it's costing the city to 

redge, we could put 42,000 
lie yards of sand on the beach 
' the money they want to just 
set up the commercial dredge." 

Hanbury supported Fleming 
in expressing the feeling that, 
"...a truck-haul operation would 
solve the situation," and 
requested the Erosion Corn- 



sand. 

Hanbury added, "The beauty 
of taking sand from a truck-haul 
operation is you are creating 
new spoil areas for future 
dredging of the Lynnhaven 
River, and you are getting yard 
for yard of sand on the beach 
placed where you want it." 

The lone Commission 
member continuing to favor a 
commercial dredge was 
Chairman Hugh Kitchen who 
said, "I've looked at the truck- 
haul operation. It has moved a 
lot of sand to the beach but it's 
against the boardwalk not 
spread out on the beach. That's 
why I like the commercial 
dredge idea, it spreads the sand 
everywhere." 

Fleming also stated, "If 
sources are available we can 
get more usable material 
through truck-hauling than 
obtainable through use of a 
dredge." 

Commissioner Bob Furniss 
elaborated on the lack of 
Commission funds to support a 
commercial dredge. He said, 
"Every day we're committing 
more money to truck-haul and 
we have no money to committ to 
a commercial dredge." He 
pointed out efforts are being 
made to immediately acquire 
$75,000 appropriated by the 
State for beach replenishment 
and $71,000 expected from the 
Army Corps of Engineers, but 
emphasized, "After financing 
the truck-haul operation it 
leaves no money for a dredge." 

As city fathers discussed the 
commercial dredge Monday 
Councilman Robert H. Callis, 
Jr., reminded Council of the 
urgency to repair the beach in 
time for the tourist season. He 
said, "We're only six weeks 
away from Memorial 
Day... Let's go in and get this 
thing (Rudee Inlet) dredged 
once and for all." 

Councilman Robert B. 
Cromwell finalized the maiority 
of feelings when he said, "I 
want to vote on this matter one 
way or the other by next 
Monday." 

City Council is scheduled to 
evaluate the commercial 
dredge during tonights public 
hearing on the city's 1972-73 
fiscal budget. 



Townhouses O.K.'d 



White Way Laundry, Inc., 
won approval to construct seven 
townhouses from City Council 
Monday, following recon- 
sideration of Council's decision 
of last week to refer the ap- 
plication back to the Planning 
Commission. 

Last week's action was based 
on Council's concern over in- 
creased population density in 
the area of the proposed 
townhouses, located at Arctic 
Avenue and 34th Street.

Councilmen Robert B. Crom- 
well and F. Reid Ervin voted 
against reconsideration. 

Discussion of the application 
lead to some concern of a

Attorney Nick Cohen, 
representing White Way, 
assured Cornell future plans 
called for the structure to be 
used only for single family 
purposes.

13 Schools Lack City Sewerage, Two Using Well Water 



By LES LEHIGH 

There are still 13 public 
schools in Virginia Beach, 
serving 12,048 students, which 
have not been connected to the 
Hampton Roads Sanitation 
District sewage treatment 
system. Two of these schools, 
with a combined student body of 
1,970, are still dependent upon 
wells for their water supply. 
While 11 of the schools have the 
benefit of city water five of 
them are 1 using septic tanks for 
sewage treatment, and six 
utilize a "rotary filter bed" 
system of treating sewage. 
These 11 schools serve a 
combined student body of 
10,972. " 

In discussing why these 
schools are not connected to a 



central sewage treatment 
system there appears to be 
some confusion in answering 
the question. Opinions have 
been expressed that the basic 
reason is two-fold, a lack of the 
availability of HRSD force 
mains and the lack of City 
funds. Yet HRSD officials say 
mains are available to all the 
schools, except two, but do 
confirm connecting to the mains 
could become costly. 

School Board officials list 
Creeds and Courthouse 
Elementary Schools as still 
depending upon wells for their 
water supply. Ernest F. Stone, 
Technical Assistant, School 
Board Department of Research, 
Planning and Development, 
indicates city water could 
possibly be made available, to 
Courthouse Elementary School 



within 30 days. He however says 
such service to Creeds 
Elementary will require con- 
siderably more time. 

These schools are using 
rotary filter bed systems of 
sewage treatment. This consists 
of a combination of septic tanks, 
holding ponds, and chlorination 
of waste. These are the only 
schools in the concerned 11 
which do qpt presently have 
availability of HRSD mains. 
George Cannon, HRSD 
Engineering Dept.. estimates 
such mains might be available 
to Courthouse Elementary 
within a year-and-a-half, he 
estimates however several 
years might be required before 
such HRSD service is available 
to Creeds Elementary, 

The remaining six schools 
utilizing rotary filter bed 



systems of sewage treatment, 
which however have the benefit 
of' city water, were listed as 
F.W. Cox High; John B. Day 
Elementary; Princess Anne 
High; Thalia Elementary; 
Woodstock Elementary; and 
Kempsville Meadows 
Elementary. These schools 
serve a combined total of 7,353 
students. 

While the remaining five 
schools, of the 13 not connected 
to the HRSD sewage treatment 
system, have the benefit of city 
water they are treating sewage 
by means of a septic tank. 
Officials identified these as 
Bayside. Hermitage. Shelton 
Park, thoroughgood and 
Trantwood Elementary 
Schools. These have a combined 
student population of 3.619. 

Cannon again points out that 



HftSD force maim are 
available to these schools, but 
does admit connection to the 
mains could be costly. He points 
out this would require the City 
to install pumping stations in 
certain areas in addition to 
construction of feeder lines to 
carry sewage to HRSD force 
mains to carry the material to 
the central sewage treatment 
plant. 

The question was raised as to 
what danger might arise from 
the treatment of the large 
amount of waste generated 
from these schools when con- 
sidering that many of these 
areas contain a large number of 
homes and business firms using 
similiar sewage treatment. 

Although F.W. Cox High and 
John B. Day Elementary 
Schools have been affirmed a 



contributing llactor to the 
pollution or Brook Cove, James 
L. Bernhardt, Administrative 
Assistant, dity Health 
Department indicated he felt 
there was no danger of pollution 
and-or contamination from the 
other 11 sdtiflst not now con- 
nected to TflRSD sewage 
treatment. 

The question of whether 
connection of all the schools to 
the HRSD sewage treatment 
system placing an "overload'' 
on that system was discussed 
with Maurice Person, Director, 
HRSD Engineering Depart- 
ment. 

Person said, "I think the 
system at present could service 
these schools through the 
existing capacity of the 
Chesapeake - Elizabeth Sewage 
Treatment Plant." 



Gty Must Move First 

Army Maintaining Rude

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The Army Corps of Engineers 
this week said the City of 
Virginia Beach has thus far 
failed to take one of the major 
steps which could possibly lead 
to the Corps assuming dredging 
and maintenance of Rudee 
Inlet.

Strenuous public opposition 
from residents of the Oceana 
Gardens area resulted in City 
Council Monday denying an 
application to operate a drug 
rehabilitation center. 

Mart us. Inc.. sought approval 
to utilize a structure at the 
intersection of Louise and In- 
diana Avenue's in the Lynn- 
haven Borough In conducting a 
"long term live-in therapeutic 
program". 

Martus was represented by 
Dr. Swan during consideration 
of the application. He stated 
Martus wished to withdraw the 
application - becamr r of ~ptr-~ 
position from residents of the 
region.

A reporesentative of the 
Oceana Gardens Civic League 
appeared in opposition of the 
application, with a request that 
Council uphold a Planning 
Commission recommendation 
to deny the application. 

Prior to Council's action 
Councilman Robert H. Callis. 
Jr.. pointed to previous similar 
opposition to such applications 
in residential sections of the 
City and requested the Planning 
Department conduct a study to 
determine if sites suitable for 
such rehabilitation centers 



City Council Monday took 
steps toward prohibiting the 
operation of massage parlors in 
Virginia Beach, while moving 
towards strict regulation of the 
operation of nude model 
studies. 

Council gave a first reading 
approval to City Attorney J. 
Dale Bimson's request to 
amend the City Code through 
ordinances which would allow 
regulation of such activities. 

The massage parlor or- 
dinance affects massage salons, 
turkish, russlan or medicated 
baths, and prohibits "Massages 
or baths administered by a 
person of the opposite sex."

"The proposed budget in- 
cludes a request to add a total of 
38 paid firemen to the rolls of 
various fire companies in the 
City. I understand the necessity 
for this, but it is also my un- 
derstanding that the 
requirements set by under 
which an individual would 
qualify for these positions would 
automatically exclude from 
consideration many of our 
outstanding volunteer firemen. 
This part of the proposal I 
cannot and will not support. 

"This City has about 400 
volunteer firemen and I feel 

a 
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that these men deserve n 
receive special consideration 
when the hiring for full-time' 
positions is done. Most Of these 
men are thoroughly trained and 
experienced. Many have at- 
tended various firefighting 
schools over a period of years 
and have reached a very high 
level of proficiency. To ar- 
bitrarily rule these men out 
would be to rob our City of a 
great asset. 

"The trained volunteers have 
put in years of service. They 
know the City. They know 
where the water lines are. They 
know where the problems are. 
These men and others who have 
served have saved Virginia 
Beach literally millions of 
dollars in salaries and other 
employee costs and in property 
and lives saved. This City would 
make a great mistake; if it were 



Charles Gardner, running for 
one of the two at-large seats on 
City Council to be filled in the 
May 2 election, struck hard this 
week at the drug problem. He 
said: 

The multi-million dollar drug 
problem in Virginia Beach is 
being fought valiantly by only a 
few very concerned citizens. If 
we are going to effectively wage 
war against this problem, 
properly armed forces must be 
recruited and educated. 

There is probably no one who 
is not aware of our drug 
problem. On the other hand, not 
enough are aware that our city 
and the adjoining area have 
been invaded by such a large 
and foridable foe whose number 
is increasing daily. Virginia 
Beach this summer can brace 
itself for the onslaught. Miles G. 
Ambrose, Special Assistant, 
Attorney General, says drug 
abuse has reached epedemic 
proportions. Not one area, 
section, neighborhood, street or 
family is immune to in- 
filtration, regardless of its 
social and economic status. 
Every man, woman and child 
must be made aware of the 
devastation which will 
inevitably result if we do not 
muster our forces now and 
make a stand. 

Drug abuse is as contagious 
as any communicable disease. 
The user becomes a pusher who 
in turn persuades a friend to use 
it. And so it goes. J f has been 
estimated that an addiction in 
its advanced stages will cost an 
individual as much as $14,000 to 
$18,000 annually to support. To 
raise this kind of money, the 
addict must steal in one way or 
another $50,000 to $60,000 which 
accounts for approximately 50 

to turn its back on this great 
reservoir of training and ex- 
perience. 

"I realize that in establishing 
a paid department certain 
hiring requirements must be 
set, but circumstances here 
require that men with the 
firefighting backgrounds of the 
Virginia Beach volunteers 
receive special consideration. 

"I plan to oppose the proposal 
in the budget until I am assured 
that our outstanding volunteers 
will receive preference in the 
hiring and that they will not be 
rejected due to arbitrary 
standards established by ad- 
ministrators. 



per cent of crimes committed. 
It is one of the major con- 
tributing factors which has 
made the streets unsafe in most 
all cities to walk at night. The 
merchant is the prime target of 
theft. Store theft has reached 
such proportions that you, the 
consumer, are having to pay 
more for what you buy as this 
cost cannot be absorbed by the 
merchant. Homes are 
burgularized; cars are stripped 
of tires, etc. You may not think 
so, but you are now paying for 
this problem. You are a victim. 
No doubt you are shocked 
when you read about an addict 
dying from an overdose. You 
may feel badly when you hear 
about a few cases of hepatitis. 
You feel for the family who has 
a young person who becomes 
involved, and you are sorry. But 
. do you think this can't or won't 
happen to your own? Think 
again. 

I have been touched directly 
by this problem, and know of 
many other families who have. 
It is a tragedy when it does 
happen. The fears and the 
anguish are only a part. The 
helplessness to know where to 
turn for help is overwhelming. 
We are usually ashmed, 
bewildered and frustrated. You 
do not want to see your own 
youngster become a slave and 
be condemned to the shallow 
and lonely existence of the 
living dead and possibly even 
death. Unfortunately, too many 
do not recognize or want to 
admit the possibility until the 
child has become addicted to 
one of the dangerous drugs. 

I said a moment ago that drug 
abuse is like a disease. Ket's 
look back into history. For 
, centuries the leper was 
colonized to live out his life in 
misery. The mental patient was 
cast into a prison. The TB 
patient was removed from 
society. There are ample 
examples of how the human 
race copes with problems it 
does not have easy answers to. 
Out of sight, out of mind. 
Shouldn't we learn from the 
past? Let's hit this one as we 
would the plague, head on from 
all directions. 

Preventions would be the 
ultimate. So let's make this a 
priority. Our schools are doing 
an excellent job in educating the 
young about drugs. Put what 
about adult drug education?

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Let me ask you a few 
questions to prove a point. 
Could you, as a parent be able to 
recognize either your child or a 
neighbor's child who is high on 
speed, or who is sniffing glue? If 
you can, fine. You are in the 
vast minority. If you feel you 
cannot, then you do- recognize 
how much we need to get adult 
drug education across so that 
we can spot the symptoms of a 
disease. Would you, if no one 
had ever told you about red 
spots, be able to identify 
measles? If no one has ever 
been told or shown what to look 
for, he will never spot it. You 
are aware of the problem, but 
being aware and really knowing 
about it are two entirely dif- 
ferent things. 

Whom would you turn to if you 
found out that your child was 
involved? The fact of the matter 
is mis. There are many people, 
agencies and programs 
available to us right here in 

Virginia Beach. We have 
Outreach, Drug Focus, 
Proclaim and soon Rubicon. 
There are also facilities for 
treatment and rehabilitation in 
the State. 

An adult educational program 
can be laid out and im- 
plemented through UDAC 
(United Drug Abuse Council). 
Funds are available through 
such an orgainzation as LEAA 
(Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration) for this very 
purpose. There are also a 
number of grants available. 
Norfolk has received nearly 
$500,000 for education, treat- 
ment and rehabilitation and law 
enforcement, the three, 
essentials to a well rounded 
program. We are not taking full 
advantage of these as we can 



and should. We must go after 
these funds as they will not be 
offered. A community must 
show its interest and concern. 

Adult drug education must be 
one of our priorities if we arte to 
effectively combat this cancer 
in our society. We must tackle 
this not like a country town, but 
like the progressive city we are. 

Without an adult drug 
education program, we will 
have an inadequate preven- 
tative program, will lack 
treatment and rehabilitation 
facilities, arid our law en- 



forcement will be understaffed 
and inadequately funded. This 
is a problem which will require 
regional cooperation as well as 
state and federal. The addict 
roams freely through neigh- 
borhoods of adjoining town and 
cities as well as at Virginia 
Beach. 

I will recommend that we 
embark on a vigorous adult 
drug education program and 
that the city procure and make 
available to any organization 
and actually to solicit to provide 
information through films, 



slides, etc. to place the story 
before parents, children, 
teenagers and adults so they 
can recognize symptoms and 
know where to turn when help is 
needed. Such organizations 
could be civic leagues, P.T.A.'s, 
civic clubs, churches and many 
others.

creasing congestion and the 
dangerous Intersection at In- 
dian River and Providence 
Road, and read a letter from the 
developer's president, which 
was dated 23 April 1970, 
thanking us, the neighbors in 
the adjoining area, for our 
support on the original planning 
procedures for the development 
and supporting our desires and 
interests in seeking a complete 
study of the Kempsville 
Borough to provide for har- 
monious development within 
the Kempsville area. 

Other intentions were listed 
and some, the minority, have 
been completed with the others 
still in limbo. A buffer zone will 
never be an accomplishment as 
building in the area where the 
buffer zone was promised has 
been completed. A technicality, 
known at the time, has been 
used as an excuse to overlook 
the buffer zone; i.e., a portion of 
a greenbelt sidewalk is partially 
located on the developers 
property. True, approximately 
300' was laid wrong, however 
the remaining area, a distance 
several times the 300' is as was 
when the letter waa written 
except the trees that did help 
provide a buffer have been 
uprooted and-or cut down. 

Also, on the Agenda for 37 
March 1972, it states that the 
Engineering Division, 
Department of Community 
Services requests standard site 
plan requirements and an en- 
trance to College Park be 
prov i de d . An entrance to 
College Park provided where? 
This question was asked at all 
three meetings and an answer 
still has not been given. There is 
an entrance to College Park; it 
is a narrow entrance leading 
into a four lane street but 
evidently it meets the standards 
of the City, incomprehensible 
though it may be. 

In an article in the Virginia 
Ledger-Star, Friday, 31 March 
1972, title "Low-Cost Homes Stir 
Quiet Beach Struggle" it was 
stated, and quota, "A private 
developer would also be 
requested to Improve roads 
leading to the housing project". 
(The project mentioned to be 
built by the Navy). If this is the 
case why shouldn't Indian River 
Road be widened by the 
developer, who received his 
rezoning request, to take care of 
the additional traffic that will 
be generated by his develop- 
ment? His lawyer did announce 



at the meeting that the intended 
improvements of Indian River 
Road were to be accelerated 
and would be completed in the 
near future. Does in the near 
future mean this year or as 
scheduled sometime within the 
next three years? The personnel 
in the appropriate State High- 
way Department do not know of 
any accelerated program for 
the widening of said road. 
Maybe this was intended as a 
sop to ease the feeling of defeat 
or to assist the councilmen in 
reaching their decision. 

For the record, the Kemps- 
ville Borough zoning study has 
been completed and approved 
and is supposed to be in- 
corporated in the master plan 
for the City of Virginia Beach. 
If; as has been proven, zoning is 
established for a particular 
area with the cooperation of the 
adjoining property owners, then 
at a later date a zoning change 
is requested, brought before the 
Planning Commission and the 
City Council and approved, 
despite the regards of the neigh- 
bors that worked with the 
developer on his original plan; 
then what is the need of going 
through the time consuming 
wasted motions of even having 
a zoning meeting, as has been 
done so many times in the past. 
Approve carte blanche all 
requests for the land developers 
and ignore the private citizen 
and home owner as has been 
done in this occasion. After all, 
they only paytaxes and some of 
them are even neighbors of 
councilmen. 

Forget the need for widening 
streets and improving 
dangerous intersections as long 
as they will cost or slow down 
the land developer, especially 
when property zoned for 
residential is changed to 
commercial to increase the land 
tax base. Wait until a serious 
accident occurs before any of 
the needed improvements are 
made; when this does occur 
don't forget to search your past 
actions and see the result of 
"wait". Wait again, as hap- 
pened on Roeemont Road, and 
have the engineering con- 
sultants send in the wrong in- 
formation five times and loose 
the money that the state has set 
aside for road improvement and 
then tell the taxpayer that the 
money for Improvements is not 
available, Why not use our own 
engineering department for 
road plans or either save money 
by going to Richmond and* 
consulting with the proper of- 
ficials to straighten out the 
problems instead of paying over 
and over for the wrong in- 
formation. Aren't the people in 
the City engineering depart- 
ment capable of preparing and 
presenting the necessary plans 
to the state Highway Depart- 
ment without using up needed 
funds by hiring outside firms? 
A Kudo to the lone dissenter of 
the zoning change approved on 
27 March 1972, Mr. Reid Ervin. 
Thanks to the Kempsville 
Borough representative at- 
large for making the motion to 
approve the request and the 
Kempsville Borough 
representative for assisting us 
by voting for the approval. We 
received what we thought we 
expected, not what we hoped 
for. We would also like to 
commend the developer's 
lawyer for suggesting at the 
meeting, 14 February 1972, that 
Church property could be 
requested for condemnation 
procedures so that necessary 



property could be purchased for 
another ingress, egress road to 
the new development. 

Also for the record, my family 
and self made the decision to 
purchase a home and live in 
Virginia Beach and we are 
happy with our decision and 
have no desire to leave. We 
selected an area because of the 
neighborhood, proximity to 
schools, shopping centers, the 
beach and convenience of an 
arterial system that enables 
direct travel to other areas. We 
are appalled at the way elected 
officials seem to favor 
developers over the private 
citizen. However, this being a 
democracy and we being duly 
authorized voters, we can voice 
our desires still more strongly 
at the proper time and place 
and pray that the newly elected 
council members will pay more 
heed to the electorate than the 
incumbents.

On February 10 the Virginia Beach Sun published a thorough 
rundown on how City Council had voted on pertinent issues since 
the present council took office September l, 1970 through December 
31, 1971. The account proved to be so popular with the readers that 
the Sun has complied with the many requests to review this voting, 
limiting the issues to those concerning multi-family, and related, 
applications. For the sake of brevity, this review recaps only how 
the individual councilman's vote would have affected council's 
final vote if council had voted in accord with each councilman's 
own preference. 

From September 1970 through December 1971, City Council was 
requested to approve 12,593 additional living units in Virginia 
Beach. Of these. 8.307 were approved and 4,286 were denied by a 
majority vote of the eleven Councilmen. 

While City Council as a body approved 8,307 additional living 
units and denied 4,286. individual Councilmen showed by their 
voting record that they would have approved or denied more. 

For example: an application for 500 apartment units came 
before City Council. Ten of the councilmen voted to deny the ap- 
plication, but Councilman X voted in favor of the apartments. 
Therefore, although council as a whole denied 500 units, Coun- 
cilman X would have approved 500 more living units in the City. 

The following Councilmen would have approved more living 
units than City Council as a whole approved.

A new law gives working parents as much as $4,800 in deductions 
off their income tax to help defray child care and domestic service 
expenses. 

For a working mother, or for a mother who would like to work but 
can't afford the additional day care and home care expenses, the 
new deductions could be a bonanza. You can qualify for up to $400 a 
month income tax deductions of $4,800 for the year : 

IF YOU HAVE dependent children under age 15 or have a 
disabled dependent such as a parent or spouse living with you. 
According to the Internal Revenue Service, "disabled" can mean a 
parent who shouldn't be left alone or even a wife who broke a leg 
skiing. | 

IF YOU ARE substantially employed by an employer or self- 
employed at home. IRS defines "substantially" as working at least 
six hours a day or 30 a week. 

IF YOU HAVE combined income ( husband and wife) that doesn't 
exceed $18,000 a year. If your combined income is over $18,000, you 
still get deductions but they're reduced by 50 cents for every dollar 
of added income. This means a joint income of more than $27,600 
won't bring any new deductions. 

The law, which became effective Jan. l, is so new all details have 
not been publicized or even worked out by IRS. A series of in- 
terviews with IRS lawyers unearthed a number of special ways you 
can use the law. 

The key to maximum deductions is the combination of various 
child care and domestic service expenses so you can reach the $100 
monthly allowance. For example, if you have only one child in day 
care, you're limited to $200 a month for those specific expenses. 
Expenses, by the way, can be for a day care center, nursery school 
or even a summer camp. Transportation to and from the center, 
nursery school or camp is also included. 

To get the remaining $200 out of the $400 monthly deduction 
allowance, you can count maid service, in-home laundry service 
and work done by such as Servicemaster and other home-cleaning 
companies. Keep bills for proof. 

Families with two children in day care can get $300 monthly 
deductions for this expense and the full $400 if there are three or 
more children in day care. The more day care expenses allowed, 
the less you need to use in-home cleaning or maid service to bring 
total monthly deductions up to $400. 

The law does not permit payments for in-home service to 
members of your family or relatives and you can't use university or 
vocational training as an "employment" substitute. On-the-job 
training is acceptable. 

To get an idea of what kind of money can be saved under the new 
law. let's look at a family of five where both parents work, com- 
bined income is $18,000 a year and all the children are under 15. 

In order to qualify for the new deductions, the sample parents 
must file a joint return (single return for widows, widowers and 
divorced parents) and must itemize regular deductions. Let's say 
regular deductions for such things as local taxes, medical expenses 
and charities come to $2,500. Add to this the full $4,800 in child and 
home care deductions. Then add the $3,750 you get for five 
dependents. 

The grand total comes to $11,050 in deductions which whittles the 
$18,000 income down to only $6,950 for tax purposes This leavea a 
final tax biU of $1,180.50. ■— I"—. *«■ «™ ■ 

Without the new home and child care deductions this family 
would haw to pay $1,024.50 more for a final tax bill of $2 205 This 
makes quite a savings for a famUy where both husband and wife 
are now working. 

For the housewife who is not employed, the new law might en- 
courage her to get a job or set up her own business at home With 
both parents working, her family would have substantially 
income with much less of a tax bite. (Copyright 1973, Los

Leveridge Tackles Topics 



Mark Viewig, a young man with a smiling face, freely admits: 
"It was the psychic aspect of the readings that first caught my 
interest," 

When Mark was nineteen he was in an automobile accident that 
left him with a scarred face. When he was twenty-two he read a 
book called "Edgar Cayce on Prophecy". When he was twenty-five 
he made a decision to visit Virginia Beach and the A.R.E. Mark 
doesn't claim these incidents are related but does consider them 
milestones. The accident made him slow down and take stock: the 
book introduced him to Edgar Cayce and furthered his interest in 
psychic phenomena; and the decision to come to^irginia Beach — 
"The most important one I ever made" — brought many changes 
into his life. 

One of the changes surprised even Mark— he fell out of love with 
things psychic. "I was doing some research in the library one day." 
explained Mark, "and came across a reading that hit home with a 
personal message — work first with spiritual or soul development, 
the reading suggested, and true psychic development would follow 
naturally. After that my whole life focus was different." 

Looking backward from where he is now Mark sees a big dif- 
ference. "I grew up being afraid of just about every thing. And I was 
extremely shy." (None of which shows up today in Mark's quick, 
flashing grin and confident manner.) "I'm more integrated now 
and self-disciplined, " Mark continued. "This shows up in my at- 
titude toward work as one example. I enjoy my work at the 
hospital. But I never used to like work at all — of any kind. And 
religion — I grew up with very little religious background. But I'm 
active in a church." 

Any one specific reason for the changes? Mostly the readings. 
Mark was quick to answer, like the following one on fear: "... in 
fear come those conditions that destroy the vitality of that 
assimilated. To overcome fear, so fill the mental forces with that of 
a creative nature as to cast our fear; for he, or she, that is without 
fear is free indeed." (5439-1) 

Inner and outer harmony is what Mark feels he's achieving. And 
how will it all express? Mark looks forward to sharing what he has 
found helpful in the readings with others. like the program he's 
following to eradicate the scar left from his accident. The reading 
he's usur (1566-4) says, "The use of Camphorated Oil twice each 
day is the best application for removing scar or scar tissue on any 
portion of the body." Still noticeable, but far less than it was some 
months ago, the scar seems to gradually be fading into the natural 
planes of his face. Mark is confident the day will come when 
nothing will remain of the scar but a memory.

Leveridge recently told 
campaign workers that he has 
been notified by the City of 
Virginia Beach zoning en- 
forcement officer that his 
political signs are in violation of 
the sign ordinance passed by 
City Council last June: 

Leveridge was not notified of 
this ordinance until after his 
signs had been purchased and 
erected and since he is the only 
candidate who has so far put 
this type of sign up, he said he 
feels that the complaint to City 
officials was politically 
motivated. 

Although this ordinance has 
been in effect since last June, it 
was not enforced in the previous 
political campaign or during the 
school bond referendum.

square feet in Virginia Beach. | 
Leveridge stated that for a poor, 
man to get his message across,; 
it was impossible, without any" 
political backing, to com[ 
with professional politicians m 
a saturating advertising 
campaign such as billboards, 
radio-TV advertising, etc. He 
said he "is sorry that these 
same people have to worry 
about such insignificant things 
instead of getting down to the " 
real issues at hand." 

Leveridge said he "wishes to 
apologize" if his erection ofd 
signs has caused any undue! 
hardship on the residents of 3 
Virginia Beach. However, he V 
believes he should have been ] 
notified of this ordinance prior 
to purchasing and erecting his 
signs, and he also feels it is 
discriminatory that this or- 
dinance was not enforced prior 
to this campaign. 

He said he has written a letter 
to the zoning enforcement of- 
ficer promising to remove his 
signs within 30 days. 

Speaking at a meeting of his 
campaign workers at Princess 
Anne Plaza Pancake House, 
Leveridge expressed his opinion ' 
on what qualified a candidate 1 
for position on City Council. 1 

He felt that a candidate! 
should be dedicated to working 1 
for the peoples' interests and -^ 
that it is very important for' 
candidates to have participated . 
in many and varied civic ac- 
tivities overarferiofl of -years. 
This -eivft^ activity gives an! 
insight into many of the 
problems not readily seen by, 
someone who has not 
aggressively worked for 
progress within our city. He 
also felt that we need more 
independently thinking 
members on City Council; who 
will analyze problems and see 
both sides of a question, so that 
they may come up with an 
equitable solution in all matters 
brought before Council.

Bus Drivers, Vocational Training Riganto's Topics 



At 



a gathering of campaign 
at the White Sands 
Country Club, at-large can- 
didate for City Council Gus 
Riganto spoke on the Virginia 
Beach School Bus Drivers 
Association and the city's 
Vocational Technical School. 
He said: 

"With the constant problem of 
busing beckoning at our door, I 
have got to take this opportunity 
to commend the 250 Virginia 
Beach School Bus Drivers, who 
help transport the 45,000 
students enrolled in our Public 
School system. 

"It was brought to my at- 
tention Just the other day, that 
our School Bus Association is 
strictly on a salary basis, in- 
dependent from our school 
system. Can you imagine the 
parson working an average of 



elght(S) hours per day, five (5) 
per week, strictly for salary, 
and no benefits. Our surround- 
ing cities have been confronted 
with many busing problems. 
Thanks to the devotion of many 
ladies and gentlemen who have 
taken these jobs as part of their 
daily chores, in all types of 
weather, in all conditions of the 
roads, to help further the 
education of our children, and 
are not compensated other than 
a salary. Benefits, Ladies and 
Gentlemen, today, are fifty per 
cent (50 per cent) of successful 
municipal services. 

"These individuals are em- 
ployed by the Virginia Beach 
City School Board, and other 
than just providing trans- 
portation, they are required to 
atten classes in Drivers' 
Training, First Aid, and Safety 



to Children. It's about time that 
we salute this Association, and 
look into a way to provide them 
benefits through our proposed 
budget. 

"It would be a shame to see 
an Association, such as this 
association, be overlooked at a 
time and crisis which the word 
"busing" involves." 

VOCATIONAL SCHOOL 

"With the demand for a 
Vocational School in the City of 
Virginia Beach, it has been 
brought to my attention, that 
again City Officials are 
dragging their coat tails. In 
early 1971, Virginia Beach 
requested bids for a Vocational 
Training School. This 
Vocational Training School was 
to train approximately 600 
apprentice students upon 
completion. Now, a year and a 



half later, the Vocational School 
is still under construction. It 
seems to me as a taxpayer, that 
this type of poor planning is 
continuing to be a constant 
problem with the development 
of our City. 

. The bids were submitted, and 
the City granted the bid to 
Conrad Bros, as the General 
Contractors. The cost of this 
Vocational Center is 
$2,164,786.61. At the present 
time, a sub-contractor, by the 
name of A.J. Pinkston & Co., 
operating out of Portsmouth, 
Va., who are in the piping 
construction business, seem to 
have run into some type of 
financial difficulty, and are 
causing our Vocational Center 
to be at a standstill. 

"The City Officials in the City 
of Virginia Beach should at this 
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time pick up the ball and run 
with it. The City of Virginia 
Beach will appropriate 
$40,000.00 toward the com- 
pletion of this said project, once 
the pipes are laid to run water to 
this facility. After a year and a 
half of construction for a job 
which would normally take 
three to five months, I consider 
this project a waste to the 
students who are interested in 
enrolling in this Vocational 
Center. 

"With the new term beginning 
in September, and the 
enrollment of some possible 600 
students the City of Virginia 
Beach is again being made a 
fool of, if these facilities are not 
available. The Contract 
developers have paid 90 per 
cent of the above contract. 
Again I cry out to City Officials, 
time is , a factor, Training 
facilities are a necessity, and 
Virginia Beach must take a step 
forward to make sure that 
negligence of this type no longer 
exists." 1

Shirley Marlow, City Council 
candidate, speaking at a 
reception at the home of Mrs.

"This afternoon I would like 
to shout a loud hooray - loud 
enough to be heard all the way 
to Blackwater. Those great 
folks hit a first last week in this 
City Council race when they 
finally forced the council 
candidates to address them- 
selves directly to one of the 
stickiest major issues in this 
campaign.

^ "In addition, a study has 
already been made by the Va. 
Beach Dept. of City Planning 
entitled "Pari Mutuel Wagering 
and the Virginia Beach 
Economy". The booklet is thick, 
consumed a great deal of time 
and gosh knows' how much of 
the taxpayer's money to 
prepare.The cover is slick and 
run off in four colors - and that 
kind of printed material doesn't 
come cheap. If they want to 
conduct any further studies.

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Approved Ordinance 
Restricts Bikini Models 



Action taken by City Council 
Monday to regulate operation of 
studios offering models for 
photographers could curtail 
activities of commercial model 
agencies, as well as increasing 
possible dangers to women 
working in such firms. 

The ordinance is aimed at 
studios offering nude models, 
which have raised controversy 
in the cities of Norfolk and 
Hampton, in the event such 
studios might try to locate in 
Virginia Beach. 

Of concern is mat portion of 
the ordinance which prohibits 
the use of "...live nude or 
partially nude models in a room 
unless there be present in the 
room a responsible adult in- 
dividual in addition to the model 
and customer." 

This could affect activities of 
firms such as the John Robert 
Powers Model Agency in 
Malibu Towers, which does not 
use nude models but does 
ie female models in 



in agency studios and-or "on 
location", 



Agency Director Vickie 
Randall said the firm has long 
been supplying female models 
for photographers with only the 
model and photographer 
present during working 



sessions, and thus far no 
troublesome incidents have 
been noted in any such session. 

To determine die practicality 
of the ordinance the SUN 
utilized facilities of the Candid 
Gallery Studios, Hampton 
Boulevard, Norfolk, as "a 
paying customer". No such 
operations are available in 
Virginia Beach. 

When questioned about the 
necessity of "a third party" 
being present as a protective 
more during photography 
sessions the model, who iden- 
tified herself as Paula, said, "I 
don't think this is such a good 
idea." She said that if a 
troublesome situation should 
develope, "I feel I can handle 
one man but two would bother 
me." She added, "If I was 
working with a team of 
professionals It wouldn't bother 
me, but with others I wouldn't 
like it." 

Paula also had strong feelings 
about that portion of the or- 
dinance aimed at curtailing 
manufacture of "obscene 
material". She said, "I don't 
feel obscene material could be 
produced here," She admitted 
she had "...been offered large 
sums of money to pose for ob- 
scene photos, but I refused."

Funding Clouds Hiring 
Dredge For Rudee 



Developments within the past 
week have raised additional 
questions concerning the 
capability of the city to hire a 
commercial dredge for 
clearance of Rudee Inlet, and 
replenish severely eroded 
resort strip beaches. The dif- 
ficulty lies in obtaining funds 
necessary to finance costs of the 
dredge. 

The city's advertising of bids 
was apparently predicated on 
the premise the Army Corps of 
Engineers would assist through 
financing of SO per cent of the 
bid cost. Mayor Donald H. 
Rhodes says the Corps has now 
informed him it will be unable 
to participate on grounds the 
bid cost is excessively high. 

The only bid recieved by the 
city was from Norfolk Dredging 
Co. It quoted a cost of 
$433,501.60 to pump 120,680 
cubic yards of material onto the 
beach from the Rudee Inlet 
sandtrap, plus another 100,000 
cubic yards of material from an 
Owl's Creek area. This cost 
included an expense of $101,000 



for mobilization and 
demobilization of the dredge in 
Rudee Inlet, plus an additional 
fee of $12,000 for relocation of 
the dredge into Owl's Creek. 

Rhodes quoted the Army with 
objecting primarily to what was 
termed excessively high 
mobilization and demolization 
costs, with an indicated desire 
this portion of the bid be 
renegotiated. 

Community Services Director 
W.W. Fleming, Jr., during a 
discussion of the matter at 
Monday's City Council meeting, 
said he received the impression 
from Norfolk Dredging Co. that 
this cost was not negotiable. 

R also appeared to be the 
concensus of opinion from of- 
ficials concerned that the city is 
presently unable to finance the 
required $433,501.60 cost of 
obtaining a commercial bid. 

Rhodes says he is of the 
opinion Col. James H. Tormey, 
District Engineer, has not 
closed the door on attempting to 
resolve the matter. 



expressed the firm's views 
about the ordinance. He said 
under the present method of 
operation, "No girl's in danger 
of really getting into trouble." 
He added, "She's in no more 
danger here man on the street." 
Clanciele continued, "The 
model is protected anyway by 
another adult being right out- 
side the room, and doors of 
studios being used are never 
locked." 

When the firm began 
operations, according to 
Clanciele, "Some customers 
wanted to take their buddies 
into the studios. We permitted 
this and found the model now 
to defend against more 
aggressive moves. We found 
this policy was so bad we took it 
out in two nights. We feel the 
best protection for the model Is 
just to nave a one-on-one ratio." 

This portion of the ordinance 

could become a financial asset, 
according to Cianciolo, who felt, 
"This opens the door to group 

rates. This is ideal," he added, 
"because we can make mere 
money during a model's 
working time." 

Requirements of a register 
identifying models used by any 
customer had been utilised in 
the past by Candid Galleries. 
But Clanciele said it lead to 
trouble. He said because of their 
being identified "the models 
received obscene phone calls 
and letters, and were harrassed 
at home." 

When asked about operations 
such as Candid Galleries being 
conducive to production of 
obscene material Clanciele 
said, "The Individual dealing in 
obscenity, still photos or 
movies, can hire a girl to make 
it for considerable less money 
than what we charge for using 
models." 

Clanciele said at the outset of 
their operation, "The majority 
of customers originally were 
curious. They just couldn't 
believe the availability of nude 
models for them to 
photograph." 

He said public resentment to 
the operation developed, "As 
the studios were linked to 
massage parlors, through the 
press, people began to get the 
wrong idea about us." 

When asked If he felt such an 
ordinance was necessary to 
assure proper operaton of 
Candid Galleries Cianciolo said, 
"No, we feel It is the action of a 
handful of individuals who are 
trying to impose their morality 
on others." 

Council passed the ordinance 
on a motion from Councilman 
Frank A. Dusch seconded by 
Councilman Earl M. Tebault.

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"I can say to you today that 
everyone of our 37 elementary 
schools including the Center for 
Effective Learning has been 
fully accredited by the state of 
Virginia," School Supt. L.E. 
Brickell told the School Board 
at Tuesday's meeting. 

It was two years ago that the 
state instituted a program to 
accredit elementary schools. 
The accreditation of the Beach 
schools, it was noted, fell within 
the highest certification class. 
Nine secondary schools also 
received accreditation. 

The staff is moving toward 
year-round schools, engaging 
the services of two consultants 
to evaluate the program, 
Brickell said. 

Some 25 people will attend 
this Sunday and Monday, 
workshops at Prince Williams, 
where a year-round school 
system prevails. 

"This includes school prin- 
cipals, maintenance and supply 
personnel, guidance counselors 
— a cross section," Brickell 
said.

The Real Estate Division of 
the City has been told to pur- 
chase the property. 
Topographical survey was to be 
completed this week, with the 
site plan to follow by May 4. 

A request for a use permit by 
the City Planning Commission 
has been requested for their 
June meeting. Preliminary 
plans were sent this week to 
Richmond. 

Site negotiation for In- 
dependence Junior High School 
are still proceeding. Final 
arrangements were to be 
submitted April 26 to the Office 
of Research. Planning and 
Development. Preliminary 
plans were to be sent to the 
State Department of Education 
on Wednesday. Site plan and 
topographical drawings have 
been tentatively laid out. 

Educational program and 
architectural program have 
been sent to the State Depart- 
ment for review of the proposed 
Lynnhaven Junior High School.

An ordinance giving senior 
citizens of Virginia Beach relief 
from burdensome real estate 
taxes received first reading 
approval from City Council 
Monday. 

The move would allow per- 
sons over IB years of age with 
annual income not exceeding 
$4,000 to receive exemption 
from paying real estate taxes. 
The amount of exemption would 
range from 20 per cent for those 

and $4,000, to 100 per cent for 
those with incomes of $1,000 or 
lest. Their Income would in- 
clude revenue from all sources. 



In order to qualify for 
exemption the net combined 
financial worth of claimants 
can not exceed $30,000, in- 
eluding the fair market value of 
thdr home and homeshe not 
exceeding one acre. Also, those 
applying for exemptions must 
have resided in the city for at 
least two years prior to making 
application. 



The city's Department of 
Social Services would act as 
administrator of the program, 
and have the responsibility of 
investigating all applicants for 
qualification. 



Rosemont Hearing May 4 



A public bearing to discuss 
the location and major design 
plans for an improvement 
project on Rosemont Road will 
beheld at 7:30 p.m. May 4 in the 
Windsor Oaks Elementary 
School at 3800 Van Buren Drive. 

The proposed project, if 
approved, would involve the 1.6 
miles of Rosemont Road from 
its intersection with Hilber 
Street on the north to the in- 
tersection with Holland Swamp 
Road on the south. 

The primary puspose of the 
project would be to reconstruct 
and widen Rosemont Road, 
converting it into a four-lane 
divided highway. 

The proposed design consists 
of a 23-foot roadway for each 
direction (four traffic lanes) 
separated by a 14-foot-wide 
raised median strip with 2.5-foot 
curbs and gutters and five-foot 
sidewalks on both sides. 

The facility would be con- 
structed on an 80-foot right-of- 
way with temporary con- 
struction easements being 
necessary to accommodate the 
cut and fill slopes. 

Turning lanes or storage 
lanes for traffic turning into 
most street intersections would 
be provided where traffic 
justifies it. Through traffic and 
local traffic would be main- 
tained over the project during 
construction. Upon completion 
of the project, parking would 
not be allowed at any time. 

Studies would be made to 
determine at which in- 
tersections along the project 
traffic signals would be justified 
and lights would be erected at 
these Intersections as part of 
the project. 



A storm sewer system would 
be provided throughout the 
entire project. The main outfall 
for the system would be on the 
south side of Kings Point Road 
down to Presidential 
Boulevard. In connection with 
this, it would be necessary to 
resurface Kings Point Road and 
Presidential Boulevard where 
they may be disturbed by the 
construction of the storm sewer 
system. 

During and after construction 
there would be no displacement 
of any families or businesses 
along Rosemont Road. There is 
only one business that would be 
damaged— at the intersection 
with Holland Swamp Road. Any 
damages the proposed con- 
struction would cause have 
already been anticipated by the 
city of Virginia Beach -and the 
Department of Highways, and 
most property owners have 
already been reimbursed by the 
city for their expected losses. 

The present daily traffic 
count on Rosemont Road be- 
tween Hilber Street and Holland 
Swamp Road is 11,600 vehicles a 
day; the anticipated traffic 
count for 1990 is 24,780 vehicles 
a day. 

Interested citizens who desire 
more information on the 
proposed project may study 
maps, drawings and other in- 
formation related to the 
proposed project in the office of 
the director of community 
services for the city; at the 
Department of Highways 
residency office, located at the 
intersection of VA 168 and US IS 
in Chesapeake; or at the district 
office, located on US 410 just 
north of Suffolk. 



Additionally, a representative 
of the Department of Highways 
will be available for informal 
discussions with interested 
citizens from 7:30 p.m. until 
9:30 p.m. on May 3, the evening 
prior to the public hearing, in 
the Willow Oaks Elementary 
School auditorium. He will have 
with him layouts and other data 
relevant to the project and will 
be available to answer 
whatever questions citizens 
may have regarding the 
otodomIs 

Written statements and other 
exhibits relative to the proposed 
project may be presented in 
place of , or in addition to, oral 
statements at the hearing. Such 
written statements and exhibits 
may also be submitted to the 
Department of Highways at any < 
time within 10 days after the 
public hearing. 

Tentative schedules for right- 
of-way acquisition and con- 
struction will also be discussed 
at this public hearing.

m order to determine Just where 
next Tuesday's vote will take the City, 
let's cast an analytical eye at the 
'present council. It is predominately 
controlled by the so-called 
"Organisation", although a candidate 
of the council may vote erratically 
enough to place them on the fence. ' 
The voting record of City Council- 
published twice by the Sun to explain to 
the people how and why Virginia Beach 
to mushrooming so rapidly— clearly 
shows that the "Organization" group

The Organisation 
therefore stands s good chance of 
filling all five seats and a politically 
balanced council is tost for at least four 
yean. 

The Sun believes the path to 
progress must be chartered by change.

This drain constitutes a health 
hazard, (dirty, rusty, water that 
is an open invitation for small 
children to play in). It ia ex- 
treme visual pollution because 
the hole that developes under 
the drainpipe ia used for a 
receptacle for broken beer and 
soft drink bottles, rusty sharp 
cans, and portions of rusty wire 
and sand fences that are torn 
down each summer after we 
install them each fall in an 
effort to rebuild our precious 
sand dunes. Have we forgotten 
Ash Wednesday? This exists 
even though we have trash 
recepticles placed on the beach 
at the end of each street. This 
drain also causes beach erosion, 
cutting a path through the sand 
and taking it into the water. 
Would it be feasible to extend 
this drainpipe, cover it with 
sand, so the waste could flow 
directly into the ocean? 

The number two problem has 
been discussed with city of- 
ficials numerous times for 
several years, with no results! 
With the development of boat 
launching facilities and the 
recreation area on the narrows, 
(west 64th Street extended), the 
increase of people using the 
launching and recreation

Hill, Keeling House, Thomas Murray 
House, Pleasant Hall, Poplar Hall, 
Upper Wofsnare, Weblin House, 
Jonathan Woodhouse House, and the 
First Landing Site. These are receiving 
the thorough study necessary for 
placement on the State Register, and 
later, on the National Register.

Clearly, an Historic Commission would 
be in a position to make recom- 
mendations for this.

V.R. Waterfield, Supervisor, 
Highway Division, says the 
pipe, like a simUiar one at 82nd 
Street, "... is part of the com- 
plete drainage system for the 
north end of the beach." 

According to Waterfield the 
system collects run-off from 
rainfall and seepage from 
ditches. The drainage flows to a 
pumping station on Atlantic 
Avenue where it is fed into the 
pipes on the beach, and runs off 
into the ocean after discharge. 
Waterfield explained the odor 
"...results from acidation of the 
material." When questioned 
. about the system being a health 
hazard Waterfield said,."This is 
no more of a health hazard than 
you would get from other open 
ditches, canals and marshlands 
in die area." 

Smith's question of placing a 
traffic light at 64th Street on 
Atlantic Avenue was discussed 
with Reeves Johnson, City 
Traffic Engineer. Johnson said 
traffic counts are taken at the 
intersection at numerous times 
of the year to determine traffic 
flow through the intersection. 
Reeves said, "So far we have 
npt found justification for a light 
at this location." 

Johnson added, "A review of 
the traffic situation along the 
entire length of Pacific and 
Atlantic Avenues is being made 
with the Southeastern Regional 
Planning Commission, as part 
of a continuing overall trans- 
portation study, of the city.'' 
Johnson said he thus far has no 
indication as to when a traffic 
light at 64th Street and Atlantic 
.Avenue might be deemed 
necessary. 



CAPITALIST COMMUNES 

(First of two articles) 

a* 

The best home ownership deal these days ia in what some 
economists wryly call "capitalist communes." 

You get the convenience and low cost of a rented apartment plus 
actual ownership and a chance to make money on your investment. 

The three types of communal housing are called: condominiums, 
co-operatives and home owner associations (HOAs). Ownership 
involves mandatory membership in an association, council or 
corporation. Monthly fees are charged to pay for owner-controHed 
management of property and facilities jointly shared. 

In a co-operative you don't actually own your own home, you own 
a share in a corporation that owns all the property. Your share 
gives you exclusive rights to one of the living units. 

In a condominium you actually own the space inside your 
apartment or town house and you own a share in the common 
property or facilities (parks, pools, playgrounds). 

HOAs are sort of loosely formed condominiums where owners 
usually have separate homes and land but belong to an 
organization that operates and maintains commonly used 
facilities. 

Buying into a co-operative can be. perhaps, the least expensive 
way to get in. The down payment on a newly formed project is 
usually quite small and there are little or no closing costs. You 
don't need a mortgage. Your monthly unit charges include your 
share of the overall mortgage payment. 

Buying into a condominium or home owners association is much 
like buying your own house. You get your own separate mortgage 
and deed. Although you usually need a bigger down payment than 
is needed for a co-operative, you get much more financial flexibility. 

Having your own mortgage allows refinancing, if necessary, 
and it makes it easier to sell your home later for a profit. In a co- 
operative the corporation has to "approve" anyone you sell to. Also, 
if a shareholder defaults on payments, the rest of the owners can 
get stuck with an assessment to cover the loss. This isn't the case 
with condominums or HOAs. 

Aside from your mortgage payments or your share of the co- 
operative mortgage payment, you have to pay-monthly fees into a 
central property management which is usually controlled by the 
home owners. Money from these mandatory monthly fees can give 
owner-management real group purchasing power. ' ' *• 

Monthly fees for condominiums average from $30 to $50 and 
cover such things as home-owner insurance, outdoor maintenance 
(lawn mowing, landscaping, painting), operation of pool clubs and 
trash removal. As a member, you get these services for a fraction 
of what it would cost an individual homeowner. 

HOA monthly fees average $10 to $15 but they don't cover as 
many services as those charged by most condominiums. Often, 
HOA fees only cover such things as maintenance of a pool and 
common ground.

Aftar 14 seasons, come 
retirement, and one bout with 
cancer, Washington Redskins 
linebacker Jack Pardee made 
All-Pro. Not bad for an "old 
man" of 35! 

However, the person who is 
really responsible for Jack 
Pardee being a prosperous 
businessman, player coach, and 
father of five handsome 
youngsters today is his wife 
Phyllis who insisted exactly 
seven years ago this April that 
he have a suspicious looking 
mole on his arm checked for 
cancer. 

Pardee did have cancer which 
fortunately was found and 
treated in time. To alert others 
to the importance of seeing a 
physician at the first warning 
signal of cancer, Pardee has 
become an active volunteer 
with the American Cancer 
Society serving as the 1972 
Honorary Crusade Chairman 
for the Washington, D.C. 
Metropolitan Area and as a 
member of Virginia's 1972 
Advisory Committee of 
"Virginians Against Cancer." 

Looking back, Pardee noted 
that "The topic of cancer 
originally came up during a 
conversation with a doctor 
friend about Jim Umbricht (a 
pitcher for the old Houston Colt 
45's who died of cancer) and 
how his first sign of cancer was 
a mole on his leg. I noticed I had 
a mole on my right arm, and 
finally at Phyllis' urging, I went 
to see a doctor about it. As it 
turned out, the mole was a 
warning signal of cancerous 
melanoma." 

That was April of 1985. Pardee 
walk then a linebacker with tilt 
Lo$ Angeles Rams, and 
seemingly didn't have a care in 
the world. His football career 
was going well, with hit 
business future equally at 
bright. But suddently the month 
of May appeared to be a long 
way off and summer training 
camp was only a dream. For 
Jack Pardee, his next gridiron 

Sould be an operating room at 
CLA Hospital. 

"The worst part of the whole 
ordeal was the uncertainty/ 
said Pardee from the living 
room of his Oakton, Virginia, 
home. "I was told to have my 
affairs and that sort of thing. in 
order before the operation,"* 
continued Pardee. "Thetfkjetob 
promised nothing, and w«w no! 
really certain what theggsjooM 
find during the operation. 4 ' 

Pardee's operation lasted 
llMi hours, with extensive 
surgery done to his right bicep 
and the lymph glands in his 
right arm and chest. During the 
operation, it was necessary to 
drop his body temperature on 
the right side of his upper body 
to 86 degrees. 

"I was lucky," commented 
the Redskins defensive signal- 
caller. "The cancer was caught 
in time, but if I had waited 
much longer, the cancer would 
have spread and probably could 
not have been stopped." 

With the major obstacle of the 
operation successfully crossed, 
Pardee's next encounter was 
■preparing for a comeback. At 
ifirst. as in any post-operation 
iiituation, its rehabilitation 
process was slow, frustrating 
and painful. Problems such as 
learning to become a southpaw 
while eating and combing his 
hair eventually gave way to 
total rehabilitative exercising 
of his right arm. By July 10th, 
he was ready for the opening 
day of summer training camp. 

But unlike the hero in a sports 
novel. Jack Pardee's comeback 
was anything but spectacular, 
except for the fact that he made 



a quick recovery from a serious 
cancer operation. After the 1965 
season ended, Pardee decided 
to retire and join the coaching 
staff at Texas A&M as its 
defensive coordinator. 

"Looking back on the '65 
season, I honestly believe I was 
subconsciously holding 
something back and favoring 
my right arm," said Pardee, 
"Anyway, that year's 
retirement gave me time to 
think, and I knew then I still 
wanted to play football. When 
George Allen took over as coach 
of the Rams, he asked me if I 
was interested in playing again, 
and I didn't hesitate to say 
'yes'." 

Despite personal success on 
the gridiron and in the business 
work), Pardee still found time in 
his demanding schedule to 
speak and work for the 
American Cancer Society. 
Pardee's interest in the ACS 
continued with his move to 
Washington, and in time his 
local commitment has involved 
numerous speaking 
engagements along with the 
recording of television and 
radio spots for the Society's 1972 
April Crusade. 

"The American Cancer 
Society is something I strongly

Pleasure Boat Life 
Saving Device 
Law Effective Now 

Effective April lith, 1972, 
every recreational boat is 
required by Federal Regulation 
to carry one Coast Guard Ap- 
proved life saving device on 
board for each person. Every 
recreational boat! That means 
motorboats of any horsepower 
and all other vessels propelled 
or controlled by oars, paddles, 
poles, or sails, or by another 
boat. Some variances will be 
allowed for racing Canoe Kayak 
shells and sculls. By large, 
however, if you own a boat of 
any kind propelled by anything, 
federal law requires that you 
have a lifesaving device for 
each person on board. 

Section 10 of the Federal Boat 
Safety Act of 1971 goes on to say 
mat states or political sub- 
divisions will not be allowed 
to establish equipment 
requirements that are not 
identical with the Federal 
regulations. Therefore, state 
statutes will also require 
lifesaving devices on all boats 
aa soon as the states' law- 
making bodies are able to act on 



Borough Little League

The Little League of Virginia 
Beach has a membership of 
over 400 boys.

The United States Navy. has 
contributed eight acres of land 
for the purpose of building four 
fields for the Virginia Beach 
Borough Little League. Located 
on Harpers Road, just off 
Oceana Boulevard, the fields 
are now under development. 

Although land is one of the 
major needs of a ball field, 
other equipment is also very 



important. Backstops, bases, 
fences, bleacher seats, and 
money for site development 
must be raised. Then there is 
the weekly cost of maintaining 
the fields. 

In observance of Little 
League Week in Virginia Beach, 
all citizens are encouraged to 
participate in the wholesome 
development of the City's youth 
by contributing to the Little 
League volunteers the much 
needed funds to build these four 
fields.

Top Priority 



Homer W. Cunningham, at- 
large candidate City Council, 
made the following comments 
to a group of his campaign 
workers Monday at campaign 
headquarters. He stated that 
the city's ability to provide 
adequate municipal services is 
a key issue in this campaign, 
and that providing adequate 
sewage facilities is high on the 
list. 

"The city should urge the 
general assembly and the state 
corporation commission along 
with the Hampton Roads 
sanitation district commission 
to come up with a program to 
require private utility firms to 
tie into the HRSDC lines," be 
commented. Cunningham 
continued, "Some of the 
pollution problems relating to 
sewage treatment could be 
eliminated, in my judgement, if 
the private utility firms were 
required to make such a move. "

with HRSDC and the other

Cunningham stated that, "in 
recent years, Tidewater has 
taken a backseat to other parts 
of the state in procuring such 
money."

At-large Canddate Walter J. 
Leveridge, chairman of the 
Concerned Citizens for Con* 
servatkn and Recreation, and 
board member of the Virginia 
Wildlife Federation, announced 
in March mat these groups, 
with the cooperation of the 
Virginia Beach Health 
Department and State of 
Virginia Water Control Board, 
would do an in-depth scientific 
survey of the pollution in the 
Lynnhaven River and its 
tributaries. 

Investigating a complaint of 
the citizens in the Eastern Park 
section of Lynnhaven Borough, 
they advise that at least seven 
times in the last year raw 
sewage escaped from manholes 
located at the intersection of 
Sharp and Juniper Streets and 
Sharp and Saturn Streets in this 
area. In running down the 
complaint, they followed the 
sewer lines back to the pumping 
station located near the in- 
tersection of South Lynnhaven 



Road and Virginia Beach 
Boulevard, which has also had 
malfunctions hi the past year. 
These violations occured near 
a small tributary of the Lyn- 
nhaven River and the raw 
pollutants ran off into this 
tributary. 

Walter Leveridge and his 
committee found what ap- 
peared to be an oily substance 
extending over the entire area 
in this branch of the Lynnhaven 
River. Checking this back to the 
source, it was discovered to be 
coming from a storm drain line 
naming parallel with the feeder 
road on Virginia Beach 

Boulevard, traveling east and 
west. It was estimated that 
approximately five gallons of 
this chemical were emptying 
into the estuary every minute 
and was observed from 9:30 
a.m. until 12 noon. 

Leveridge immediately 
called the State Health 



Department and was advised 
that the Tidewater area 
representative's office was in 
Gloucester Point, Virginia, and 
he handles mis as head of the 
Water Control Board. Feeling 
that this pollution would be 
dispersed before anyone could 
possibly get here from 
Gloucester Point, he im- 
mediately contacted the 
Virginia Beach Health 
Department and was assured 
that as soon as a sanitarian 
reported in, a thorough in- 
vestigation would be made. 

Leveridge feels that the 
Tidewater area of Virginia, and 
especially the City of Virginia 
Beach because of the local 
pollution problems, should have 
a representative located here so 
that these matters could be 
properly acted upon. The 
Concerned Citizens will write to 
the State advocating that such 
an office be established in the 
Virginia Beach-Norfolk area. 

He is also writing to the 



Virginia Beach Utilities 
Department asking them to 
investigate the complaint in the 

Eastern Park section of Lynn- 
haven Borough and rectify this 
problem. 

Leveridge has also written 
Governor Linwood Holton 
requesting that the Water 
Control Board establish an 
office in Virginia Beach so that 
representatives can give im- 
mediate action to pollution 
problems in this area. 

The Tidewater area 
representative is now located 
some SO miles from here in 
Gloucester Point, Virginia. 
Leveridge feels that the local 
pollution problem warrants a 
local office, and he called to the 
Governor's attention the oil 
spill of last week into a branch 
of the Lynnhaven River, which 
was corrected by notifying the 
Coast Guard who put an im- 
mediate stop to it

The an nanst I saw 
thebackofthenwdiinelknew 
these were not similar to the 
voting machines we have been 
using for several years at 
King's Grant School for little 
Neck Precinct. When I checked 
the face of the machine the slots 
that would normally be pushed 
up to allow the voter his right to 
cast a write-in were bolted shut 
in position. 

It is my understanding that 
these outdated-machines have 
been placed in all of the Virginia 
Beach high schools. The 
students receive voting in- 
structions of a generalised 
nature for which I am most 
grateful to all of the govern- 
ment teachers; however, I fed 
that if students are not 
receiving instruction and actual 
practice in exercising their 
option to cast a write-in ballot 
then they are only being hah* - 
educated as to their voting 
privi ledges. I quote the 
following from the Virginia 
Election Laws as Amended to 
Jury 19, 1971: 

"24.1-129. At all elections 
except primary elections it 
shall be lawful for any voter to 
place upon the official ballot in 
bis own handwriting the name

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^4 * Refresher Course ' In Virginia Government 



In less than six weeks 
Virginia Beach voters will go to 
the pells to elect five 
councilmen, two-at-large, three 
to fill the Princess Anne, 
Virginia Beach and Blackwater 
borough seats. Hie competition 
will be rough, there are 26 
candidates in- the running, 19 for 
the two-at-large seats. And 
there are three incumbents in 
the race. 

Because Virginia Beach is 
such a fast-growing city, many 
of the voters wil be voting in' 
their first councilmantic 
election. Many will be voting, 
.even though they are unaware 
of the city's administrative 
structure, unaware of the true 
responsibilities of City Council 
as regulated by the City 
Charter. 

As a public service to these 
new citizens . . . and as a 
"refresher" course to longtime 
residents. . .the Virginia Beach 
Sun submits the following in- 
formation on city government, 
as prepared by Miss Ann 
Ackerman. 



Virginia Beach is governed 
by a Council Manager form of 
city government. Councilmen 
are elected every four years. 
These general elections take 
place on the first Tuesday in 
May to replace those coun- 
cilmen whose term expires at 
the end of June. 

A candidate running for City 
Council must be a voting 
resident in the state for one 
year, in the city for six months, 
and in the district for 30 days. 
When a candidate files to run 
for a City Council seat, he must 
state whether he is running at 
large or from the borough of his 
residency. 

A councilman receives 
compensation of $400-month for 
hiB services. The Mayor 
receives compensation of 1500- 
month. 

City Council meetings are 
open to the public. No or- 
dinances, resolutions, or 
1 motions, can legally be adopted * 
in a closed meeting. 

The powers of the City 
Council, generally, are these: 

1) to exercise all powers 
vested in the city 

2) to provide for the 
organization, conduct and 
operation of all departments, 
bureaus, divisions,, boards, 
commissions, offices and 
agencies of the city. 



3) to create, alter or abolish 
departments, bureaus, 
divisions, boards, com missions, 
officers and agencies, except as 
specifically provided to the 
contrary. 

4) to create, alter or abolish 
and to assign and reassign to 
departments, all bureaus, 
divisions, offices and agencies, 
except as specifically provided 
to the contrary. 

5) to. provide for. the number, 
titles, qualifications, powers, 
duties and compensation of all 
officers and employes of the 
city. 

6) to provide for the form of 
oaths and the amount and 
conditions of surety bonds to be 
required of certain officers and 
employee 

7) to provide for the sub- 
mission of any proposed or- 
dinances, where required by 
State law, of the city at an 
advisory referendum. 

At the first meeting in July, 
after a general election, the new 
council elects one of its mem- 
bers to be Mayor and one to be 
Vice Mayor. They are elected 
by a majority vote of the council 
to serve for two years. 

The Mayor has all the rights 
and powers of a city coun- 
cilman. In addition, he presides 
over meetings of the council, 
acts as head of the city 
government for ceremonial 
purposes, and has any other 
rights or duties prescribed by 
the council. 



Services, Department of Public 
Safety, Department of Social 
Services, Department of Public 
Libraries. 

The head trf each of these 
departments is appointed by the 
City Manager and may be 
removed by him at any time. 
Each of the departments is 
responsible directly to the City 
Manager. 



The Vice Mayor preforms the 
duties of the Mayor in his ab- 
sense or disability. 

The City Council also appoints 
a City Manager who serves at 
the pleasure of the Council. He 
is the executive and ad- 
ministrative head of the 
government. The City Manager 
appoints, or delegates the 
power to appoint, all officers 
and employes of the city. The 
City Council may not interfere 
with these appointments in any 
way. 

There are four Ad- 
ministrative Departments in 
the city government: Depart- 
ment of Finance, Department of 
Personnel, Department of 
General Services, Department 
of Planning. 

There are six Operating 
Departments: Department & 
Economic Development, 
Department of Recreation, 
Department of Community 



In addition to appointing the 
City Manager, the City Council 
also appoints the City Attorney, 
Real Estate Assessor, High 
Constable, City Clerk, School 
Board, and Planning Com- 
mission. 

The School Board consists of 
11 members appointed by the 
City Council, One from each of 
the boroughs and four at large, 
for staggered terms of three 
years. The School Board ap- 
points the Superintendent of 
Schools of the city. 

City Council appoints the 13- 
member Planning Commission. 
They must be qualified voters 
and are appointed for staggered 
terms of four years. The 
Planning Commission is headed 
by a chairman elected by the 
Planning Commission. 

The planning Commission is 
responsible for making 
recommendations to the City 
Council on all phases of city 
planning including master plan, 
zoning, and subdivision control, 
control. 

The City of Virginia Beach is 
made up of seven buroughs: 
Bayside, Blackwater, Kemp- 
sville, Lynnhaven, Princess 
Anne, Pungo and Virginia 
Beach. 

These buroughs originated 
from the six Magisterial 
Districts of the old Princess 
Anne County plus the city of 
Virginia Beach before the 
merger in 1963. 

At the time of the merger, 
none of the six County Super- 
visors of Princess Anne County 
or the five elected councilmen 
of the old city of Virginia Beach 
wished to resign. Therefore, the 
total representation of the new 
city was set at n councilmen. 
At that time, the terms and 
election of the councilmen were 
adjusted so that all expired 
together in 1966. And in 1966, 11 
council seats were up for 
election and were filled. 

Again in 1970, these 11 seats 
were vacated. At that time, 
however, the city charter was 



changed to provide for 
staggered terms of office so that 
an entirely new council would 
not be required at one time. 

It was set forth in the charter 
that of the four candidates 
running for seats at large, the 
two with the largest number of 
popular votes would serve for 
four years, while the remaining 
two would serve for two years. 
Of the seven running from 
specific buroughs, the four with 
the largest popular vote would 
serve for four years and the 
remaining three for two years. 
Therefore, in two years time 
(1972), five city council seats 
would be vacated: two seats at 
large and three borough seats. 
The result of the 1970 election 
determined that in 1972, the 
borough seats of Blackwater 
(Earl Tebault), Princess Anne 
(Curtis Payne) and Virginia 
Beach (Robert Callis) and the 
two seats at large, represented 
by George Ferrell and Frank 
Dusch, would come ud for 
election. Vice Mayor Tebault 
and Dusch have chosen not to 
run may 2. 

While the 11 elected city 
councilmen serve terms of four 
years, there is a city council 



election every two years to fill 
either five or six vacant seats. 
Thus, die city will never have 11 
new city councilmen taking 
office at one tune. 

The U councilmen, (me 
from each of the seven boroughs 
and the four at large, are 
elected by a simple majority of 
the popular votes from the 
entire city. A citizen casts a 
vote for each of the vacant 
seats, not just the seat vacant in 
"his own borough. 

It is possible, therefore, for a 
candidate to lose the election in 
his own burough, but receive a 
majority of votes of the entire 
city, and thus win the election. 

The obvious advantage of mis 
type of procedure is that all 

councilmen are forced to be 
familiar with the issues and 
problems of all the boroughs 
and not just those of the specific 
borough in which he resides. All 
boroughs are equally 
represented, and at the same 
time, each councilman is 
sensitive to the city as a whole. 
The United States Supreme 
Court ruled that this form is the 
most effective measure for 
accomplishing the "one man, 
one vote" theory.

"With our population growth 
constantly increasing, it was 
brought to my attention that the 
City Of Virginia Beach should 
look to the possibility of in- 
vesting City funds in erecting a 
Municipal Home for the Ageing. 
"With a little over 7000 people 
living in the City of Virginia 
Beach, who are of the ages of 65 
and over, the potential seems to 
be inviting. I realize that when 
our Senior Citizens reach this 
age, they begin to believe, if they 
are living with their children, 
that they are a burden on their 
relatives, and they want to have 
the feeling of complete in- 
dependence. Many Senior 
Citizens are not in a position to 
afford the independent type of 
Nursing Homes available, 
within our area. 

"I know as a fact that 
developments of this nature are 
a reality in Florida, and in 
Arizona. Being that Virginia 
Beach has available vast open 
land, I would like to take this 
opportunity to open the eyes of 
City Officials to look into this 
endeavor. 

"I have inquired with several 
of our Nursing Homes in this 
area, and the minimum amount 
in one particular home was $375 
per month, and the maximum 
was $500 per month. I was in- 
formed at that time that there 
were not any vacancies 
available. I inquired with 
another Nursing home in our 
immediate area, and their rates 
ranged from $18 per day to $24 
per day. 

"Being a taxpayer of average 
income, I feel that this could 
create a real burden on many 
families, /frying to provide a 
place fo/their parents, with this 



"When you speak of $540 per 
month, to $720 per month, to 
house and feed, and maintain 
proper conditions for the 
elderly, it is a real expense. 
These figures above, do not 
include drugs, supplies, or 
Doctor's fees. 

"I would like to see the City of 
Virginia Beach try to establish 
a home for the ageing, which 
would be governed by Social 
Security Benefits.

Thank you 
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Gardner Speaks On Environment, Firemen 



At-large candidate Charles 
Gardner, speaking at a coffee at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Jim 
Downing, 3357 Club House 
Road, Sunday, talked of the 
water shortage facing our city. 

"We can no longer delay in 
seeking a supply of water for 
Virginia Beach. If the prognosis 
is correct, Norfolk will not be 
able to supply our needs by the 
end of this decade or early part 
of next. 

"No country, state or town 
can endure without this 
precious commodity. We cannot 
take such an important item for 
granted. Eight or ten years 
sounds like a long time but it 
certainly is not when taking into 
consideration the magnitude of 
such a project. 

"A source of water must be 
found,! capital must be raised, 
*dnd the mechanics of conveying 
the water must be constructed, 
to put it in the simplest terms. 
None of the answers are going 
to come over night. It is going to 
take years. 

"Virginia Beach may find 
that |t would be best to work 
with i Chesapeake and other 
sister, cities who may be in the 
same situation . We must work on 
this now while there is still some 
time.] Just remember, Virginia 
Beach has surpassed all other 
growth projections. The time of 
a water shortage could be 
sooner than later." 
RESULTS OF POOR 
PLANNING 

Gardner also spoke last week 
on the environmental problems 
that result from growth and 
poor planning. He said: 

Provisions for safety are a 
part of our environment. Yet 
the city is riddled with roads 
and intersections which are a 
menace and an ever increasing 
cause of accidents and even 
death. Why has the capital 
improvement program not 
reflected the necessity for wider 
roads, more negotiable in- 
tersections, and maintenance? 
It is evident that the cause is 
due to a lack of long range 
planning by past city planners 
and the council. Not only has 
there been a gross lack of 
planning for this eventiality, 
but, because of not knowing 
what the costs would be, the tax 
structure has been far too little 
to even remotely keep abreast 
of the problem. If an equitable 
tax plan is not formulated and 

Emented now, you will find 
you will be paying ever 
r taxes to accomodate the 
gfowth which is inevitable in 
trie years to come. 
•"Recreation and open spaces 
comprise an important element 
of our ; environment. These 
spaces wiD be decreasing over 
the yeafs; therefore, we must' 
plan now where and how much 
ofthis we are going to leave for 
future generations. Land will 
never bt any cheaper than it is 
right now nor more abundant. 
"The | density of our 
, population also determines 
another part of our en- 
rf vironment. If you agree with, 
* me, it should not be too dense. It 
is easy to look over the city and 
see vacant parcels of land and 
large aoerages of farm land and 
, say it will be a long time before 
this is used. At the estimated 
growth rate, not too many 
decades will pass by before 
these are all gone. Let me point 
out that we have been exceeditig 
all growth projections made in 
the past. Tbe population of the 



city can be controlled to a great 
extent by the use of a well 
thought out land use intensity 
plan. A plan which many would 
not like to see come into 
existance. 

"You should push for this plan 
as well as a new comprehensive 
zoning ordinance. These are two 
of the major tools used to 
determine the type of city 
Virginia Beach will become. 

"If you agree with me that 
our problems have stemmed 
from the result of poor plan- 
ning, and something must be 
done to bring about a swift 
change, then do not vote 
mistakenly for a continuation." 
WATER POLLUTION 
Charles Gardner at-large 
candidate, spoke last week of 
Che water pollution threatening 
Virginia Beach. He said: 

"Our environment is one of 
the most precious heritages we 
have. Let us not allow it to 
deteriate further, but let's 
improve it for our children and 
theirs. 

"We can no longer permit our 
waters to be polluted. The 
present direction must be 
reversed. A crash program to 
bring sewerage treatment 
facilities up to date is called for 
now. With the growth Virginia 
Beach has already experienced 
and with what is projected, all 
facilities are inadequate to 
handle this waste. Do you want 
to see our rivers and bays 
become stagnated like the 
Great Lakes are? It is absurd to 
think that anyone would want 
this, but it is not impossible. 

"There are indications that 
portions of the Chesapeake Bay 
are in the process of an 
ecological change. And this 
change is not for the better. 
Waters which once produced 
an abundance of shellfish and 
fish are being closed at an 
alarming rate. You will recall 
that the ocean was to become 
the bread basket of the world. If 
the present trend is not 
reversed, this source of food 
supply win not be available to 
us in the not too distant future. 
"Not only is Virginia Beach 
guilty of pollution because of its 
own sewerage plants, but ap- 
parently an cities are con- 
tributing. We lack sewer lines in 
many sections of the city. Some 
of these are not necessarily a 
contributor to stream 
pollution, but they may be to 
the underground water supply. 
Rudee Bason, which waft 
recently closed, is being 
polluted from septic tanks 
whose seepage is finding its way 
into those waters. Most of 
Lynnhaven, Broad Bay, and 
Linkhorn Bay are closed for this 
reason. We have passed the 
saturation point. There is not: 
enough tidal flow to flush these 
waters out. 

"Must we wait for an 
epidemic to strike before we 
take action? This is a priority 
item which must receive im- 
mediate attention, not only here 
but on the state level. Why were 
we not included in James River 
and Lower Chesapeake Bay 
environmental study? AJter all, 
'we are the drain for Chesapeake 

Bay," 

FIRE DEPARTMENT 

At a coffee held at the home of 

Mr. and M" Robert Rodriquez, 

1464 Hiteshew Place, Gardner 

said: 

"Virginia Beach has been 
blessed by having a Volunteer 
Fire department which has 



been most effective. Without 
these volunteer fireman, many 
areas over the years would have 
had little or no protection. 
These men give unselfishly of 
their time. The equipment at 
most stations has been supplied 
through their direct efforts in 
soliciting donations. 

"There are, however, some 
improvements being proposed 
by Chief Bubba Bayne which 
will tremendously improve the 
fire protection in several 
crucial areas. An all volunteer 
fire department can not always 
be property manned 24 hours a 
day, particularly during the 
working hours. As a result, 
there can be a critical delay in 
getting equipment on the move 
during which time additional 
fire damage can occur and a life 
could be in danger. 

"Mr. Bayne's plan calls for 
three shifts of two paid fireman 
per shift to be on duty at each of 
the five stations located in the 
most densely populated areas. 
It would be these men who 
would receive the incoming caU 
and get the equipment moving 
without delay. The volunteers 
would continue to arrive at the 
scene of the fire via their radio 
system. 

"There has been a lack of 
coordination" in training, 
causing some difficulty when 
several stations respond to a 
fire. There would be a training 
officer to coordinate the' 
training of all departments. 

"In addition, there would be 
two Chiefs to cover the two fire 
districts. This entire program, 
along with the purchasing of 
some much needed equipment, 
will definitely improve fire 
protection throughout the city. 
This program win cost the 
citizens an additional 
$377,000.00. 

"The benefits from this 
program are not actually going 
to cost those in the affected 
areas anything. By having 
better fire protection, insurance 
rates should decrease con- 
siderably. 

"As with most transitional 
programs, a few problems 
arise. The biggest problems are 
in the selection of the men to 
serve as paid fireman. The City 
personnel department has 
placed several requirements 
which says a man can not be 
over 35 years of age, must have 
a high school or equivelant 
education, certain height and 
weight and health. Several of 
the volunteers would like to be 
employed and are qualified 
fireman because of their years 
of practical experience and 
education acquired from at- 
tending various fire schools in 
the state on their own time and 
at their own expense, but fail to 
meet one or more of the 
Qualifying requirements. 



"It would seem reasonable to 
seriously consider hiring a man 
at this initial stage on the basis 
of his years of effective service 
and compromise some of the 
other qualifications. It would be 
very difficult to find men under 
35 who have the experience 
sonie of these volunteers have. 

"The age problem in this 
instance is not the same as that 
found in many businesses where 
the retirement program makes 
it impractical to hire men over 
a certain age. The only 
retirement envolved here is 
social security and state 



benefits. The benefits from the 
state are small, amounting to 
lVfe per cent of the highest 
average five year salary. There 
seems to be no valid reason to 
disregard the consideration of 
men not totally qualified in 
every respect, but who are 
qualified as firemen during this 
initial transition. 

"Not only will the city have 
more experienced fireman, but 
most likely the entire volunteer 
department wul be receptive 
and cooperative to this com- 
promise. 

"I wiU lend my support to this 
concept,"

being alienated by a system 
that has traditionally exduded 
them from government par- 
ticipation. 

"As a result of the governor's 
action, we have the opportunity 
to have our young people serve 
in positions of tremendous 
responsibility 

"It gives jthem a chance to 
understand he hows and whys 
of policy and decision making 
that affect! tjieir education 
system. They can learn why 
decisions arentcasy. They can 
learn the need of weighing both 
sides of a question before 
making a decision. They can 
gain insight into the operation of 
a governmental body that will 
help mold them into valuable 
citizens to guide our city's 
future. They can learn that 
school rules, regulations, and 
" policies aren't made ar- 
bitrarily, but are formed from 
good sound reasoning. 

"But just as important is 
what we can learn from them. 
We can better understand their 
viewpoint, something they now 
mink we're blinded to.

RUDEE INLET 
"It has come to my un- 
derstanding that the City of 
Virginia Beach and the Virginia 
Beach Erosion Commission 
have been employing the same 
engineering firm in conflicting 
roles. 

"All of us here know that the 
Rudee Inlet project has been 
frustrating- and costly to our 
communiy. 
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"My frustration with this 
situation is compounded by the 
fad that the dty has evidently 
employed one partner in the 
engineering firm of Langley, 
McDonald and Overman to 
design the inlet, which has yd 
to work, while the Virginia 
Beach Erosion Com mission has 
employed another partner of the, 
same firm to act as a consultant 
on many of the dredging 
projects in the bust. 

"The conflict, as I see it, is 
that it is hard for me to un- 
derstand how the city could 
employ a firm to design a project 
and try to expect the same firm 
to help the city sdve problems it 
created. 

"This is a case of gross 
mismanagement on the part of 
. our dty fathers, in my 
judgement, and I would propose 
to end such practices; if elected 
to office. t 

"The city finance director 
confirmed this situation in a 
letter to me dated April 5 in 
which I asked for a 
clarification. 

"As I have said earlier in my 
campaign, the inlet should be 
dredged to its designed 
specifications and legal action 
taken if it does not perform 
properly. "This action would be 
against the engineering firm hi 
question. 

"IT the city should find itself 
in this position, it should employ 
a new engineering firm at once 
to redesign the inlet, correct 
the mistakes of some years, and 
get the burden off of the com- 
munity. / 

"Rudee Inlet can be a con; 
structive assd to the com- 
munity ; but it never will be with 
the management practices now 
being employed at City Hall.

great asset - not a liability. 
The municipal marina facility 
there is a disgrace to the 
community. The lack of private 
development is regrettable, but > 
understandable. Not long ago, 
one property owner there 
sterted to build a major marina- 
hotel facility, but withdrew 
from his efforts, even after 
getting a building permit, 
because of the unstable con- 
dition of the channel in the 
inlet." 

"Lending institutions will not 
put money into such projects, 
until the dty stabilizes the inlet, 
and developers win not build 
there unt ill the same is done. In 
Fort Lauderdale, today there 
are 162 businesses employing 
4,000 people producing $162 
million annually for that 
economy. One of the best in- 
dustries we could have is a 
sound boating industry. 

"But we win never get it with 
the crisis management ap- 
proach taken to doing things at 
Rudee Inlet."
